BIG PROFITS FOR OWNERS 


Price of Issues Will Be Cut, but 
Is Expected to Go Upward 
Again More Rapidly 

than Ever. |

New York, April 25.—{Special.J—The re- 
ports current in Wall street for some time 
that the capitalization of the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey—the parent organi- 
zation—was soon to be increased from $100,- 
000,000 to $500,000,000 was confirmed today 
through an official source. Since his return 
from Bermuda ten days ago H. H. Rogers, 
the vice president and controlling manager 
of the corporation, has been engaged with a 
corps of lawyers in working out the details 
of the recapitalization plan, which will be 
announced to the public ag soon as conditions 
warrant. . 

** Steps already have been taken,” a man 
who is conversant with the inside workings 
of Standard Oil told a reporter, "* to indrease 
the capitalization in proportion to the earn- 
ings. It is the policy of the Standard Uti 
company to bring the capital of the eubsidi- 
ary and parent organisations to a figure more 
in keeping with the actual assets. It may 
come next “and it may come sooner.” 

In speaki of next year the Standard Oil 
man used £haracteristic Standard Ol! tae- 
tice. TH crease in the capitaliza aK 
a matter of fact, is due at any time. 


Rumor Brings Rush for Stock. 

That the knowledge of the proposed in- 
crease has not been confined solely to the 
inside Standard Oil circles is shown by the 
extpaordinary advance Standard Oil stock 
haz made since the panie. During the 
troublous days last winter the stock sold 
down to 300. Then came a steady rise. In 


the last month the stock sas gone up more 


than 100 points. It sold on the curb today 
at 614. 

The capital stock of the Standard Oil 
company of New Jersey is divided into 
1,000,000 shares, which have a par value of 
$100 a share. On the basis of price of stock 
today the value of Standard Oil capitaliza- 
tion ts $614,000,000. But when the dividends 
are paid they naturally are figured by the 
public, not upon the market yaluation, of 
the stock but upon the par value. 

The net profits of the Standard Of] com- 
pany last year were $85,000,000, This figured 
at 85 per cent of the capital stock at par 
and many enemies of the corporation have 
contended that it is,g0n ite face, exorbitant,

bold, the public champion of the Standard 
Oll company, and one of its brainiest offi- 
cers, im several magazine articles of late. 
Mr. Archbold contends thet the profits when 
figured upon the actual investment of the 
corporation are not more liberal than the 
profits of other great corporations that have 
been builded up by modern business methods, 

So, in a measure, the forthcoming increase 
in capitalization is in deference to public sen- 
timent. If the corporation had been capital- 
ized at $500,000,000 last year, the profits would 
have been figured on a basis of 17 per cent. 

The plan is to give each of the stockholders 
of record in the present Standard Oil com- 
pany five shares for each of the shares he 
now holds. Of course the price of stock will 
go down in mathematical proportion, and on 
the basis of today’s market each share be 
worth only $128 instead of $614. But the 
holders will get the same actual amount of 
profits. 

Means Profits for Holders. 

There is another consideration in the pro- 
posed increase in capitalization. The stock 
has sold as high as $842 a share. That was 
in 1901. At $842 a shareior even at $500 it is 
beyond the reach of the general stock trading 
public. But at $125 a share there will be a 
rush to buy. The price would naturally 
climb. It is not unlikely that under the re- 
capitaligation scheme the Standard Oil will 
sell at $200 within a short time. 

Thus the value of the holdings of ‘the 
Rockefellers and other big owners of shares 
would enormously increase without the ex- 
penditure of a cent on their part. ' 

“The Standard Oi] company,” said the 
man referred to, “owns investments worth 
more than §600,000,000. It employs 65,000 
men. It owns 865,000 miles of pipe lines, 
100 miles ' of which are within the limits 
of Greater New York. 

“ It owns 70 ocean steamers and 150 barges 
and smaller steamers. It operates 10,000 
cars in America and 2,000 tank cars abroad. 
It has storage tanks with a capacity of 
82,000,000 barrels. It is now expending 
$70,000,000 on the Constable Hook terminals. 
A capitalization of $500,000,000 on a con- 
cern of this magnitude would be smail.”’

Brother-in-Law Says Young Physician 
Left a Widow and Child. 


A heartbroken girl, barely out of her teens, 
sat yesterday in an undertaker’s shop where 
her fiancé lay dead, and there learned the 
man to whom she had given her love already 
had a wife and child. Be i 

She remained there throughout the inquest 
and breathlessly listened when his relatives 
told of how he married another woman dur- 
ing the time he was courting her and of how 
that widow and His child were grieving over 
his death In ancther part of the city. _ 

Suddenly she arose from her chair and, un- 
hindered by undertaker or coroner, walked 
back into the room where the man lay dead. 
She turned back the sheet from his face and 
stood and looked at the corpse for several 
minutes. Then she replaced the covering over 
the face of the man she had loved, tried to 
check the sobs which arose to her throat, and 
quickly left the place. 

This incident occurred at the inquest con- 
ducted by Deputy Coroner Hermann to fix 
the responsibility for the death of Dr. Hugh 
E. Watson, 1684 Michigan avenue, who was 
crushed to death by a Lake street elevated 
train at Homan avenue station Friday night. 


Secret Revealed at Inquest. 

The girl is Miss Sarah Hohmann, 22 years 
old, daughter of John Hohmann, 5811 Iowa 
street, Austin. She had been receiving the 
attentions of . Watson, who was taking 

a post-graduate ‘eourse in the ‘College of 
Phvetsions and Surgeons. It was understood 
by her family that the marriage was to take 
place within a few months or just as soon as 
Watson had completed his medical studies. 

After the testimony of Clarence Jones, 800 
Walnut street, rho saw the accident, J. O. 
Lewis, a brother-in-law, was called to the 
witness chair. 

“You knew the deceased?’ said Deputy 
Coroner Hermann. 

“Yes, he was Dr, Hugh E. Watson, for- 
merly of Charlotte, N. C., but recently he 
had been living with me in Michigan avenue. 

* Married or single?” asked the deputy 
coroner, not knowing how the question would 
tear the heart of the young woman in the 
corner. 

“He has been married for three years,” 
replied Mr. Lewis. 


Girl Dazed by the Shock. 

The spectators were startled by a cry which 
carte from the girl. She half rose from her 
ahade and said: 

“ Why, it can’t be so; he was to marry~—” 
She sank back in her seat and the questioning 
went on. 

“He married Miss Esther Kleinberg of 
Batavia, lil, and has a son, Clarence, 2 
years old,” continued the brother-in-law. 

Apparéntly in a trance, her face white and 
drawn, the girl arose, and, waeiking up to 
Mr. Lewis, asked in a strained voice: 

* Are you sure it is true?” 

“Why, yes," he replied. “He and his 
wife have been living with me for a long 
time.”’ 

Miss Hohmann teturneéd home, and running 
te hér mother cried: 


“We Aid, diy tad me Hughie was 


already married and even had a baby boy. 
Tell me it isn’t true. He could not have 
treated me so cruelly, could he?’ 


Still Hopes Report Is False. 

Later, when quieted by her mother, Miss 
| Hohmann said to @ reporter for Tam Tars- 
UNB: 

“I cannot believe it. I am going to find 
this widow before I believe Hugh was so 
deceitful. I'll die if I find all his words of 
love were false. 

*< When I saat there at the inquest and heard 
Mr, Lewis say Hugh had a wife, everything 
turned biack. I felt the world slipping away 
from under me. All I know is that I went 
in to look at Hugh just to see if he had 
been false. When I looked at him I knew the 
report was not true, and I ran home to mam- 
ma as quickly as I could.” 

Later in the evening Miss Hohmann and 
her mother and sister left Their home to visit 
the bereaved wife. 

Before the inquest Mrs. Hohmann, the 
mother, told of Dr. Watson's attentions to 
her daughter. 

“For two years Dr. Wats0n came, to our 
home almost nightly,” she said. ‘“* He told 
us as soon as he finished his medical studies 
he wished to marry Sarah. He said he lived 
at Thirty-fifth and Wabash avenue. He 
came to our house every Sunday. ; 


Strange Foreboding of Evil. 

“He! wae here last Wednesday night. 
When he left Sarah accompanied him part 
of the way to the elevated station. She told 
him she feared something terrivie would hap- 
pen to him before she saw him again. He 
laughed and kissed her good-Dy and told her 
not to fear for him. 

“ Sarah expected him to visit her again Fri- 
day night—the evening he was killed. the 
waited for him for half an hour at the Prairie 
avenue station of the elevated and when he 
ai4 met come she ret home. A potice- 
man who had found one of Sarah’s cards in 
his pocket informed us of his death.”’ 

Mr. Lewis said he was convinced Watson 
had deceived Mise Hohmann with promises 
of marriage.

We always believed him an honor- 
able man. We are trying now to keep his 
duplicity away from his widow, who is heart- 
broken over his sudden death.’:.

GOURDAIN NOW BREAKS OUT 


Long Fight to Get Into Prison 
Ends in Escape from Asylum. 


LETTERS SHOW HIS FEAT. 


Written on Hotel Paper, They Tell of 
His Future Plans. 


New York, April 25.—[Special.J—Louis A. 
Gourdain, the erstwhile millionaire lottery 
king, who tried for a year to break into the 
Tilinois state prison at Joliet and endeavored 
to get from a justice of the United States 
Supreme court a writ of mandamus to the 
warden of that prison to permit him to serve 
out his four and one-half years’ sentence, has 
escaped from St. Elizabeth's federg! asylum 
for the insane at Washington, D. C. 

Gourdain was committed to the asylum 
on Sept. 12, last, and was taken there from 
the federal prison at Atlanta, Ga., which he 
succeeded in breaking into on June 9, 1907. 

The fact that Gourdain had escaped from 
the asylum was kept secret and probably 
would not have been divulged had not in- 


quiries been made today there as the result, 


of letters received from Gourdaia 


Welcomed Senténce by Landis. 

It was United States Judge Kenesaw Moun- 
tain Landis of Chicago, who on June 6, 1906, 
sentenced Gourdain t6é four and a half years 
imprisonment in Joliet. 

On being taken to Joliet Gourdain ex- 
preased the keenest delight and announced 
that when he was again a free man he would 
not only die but that all the members of his 
family would also die, so that the name of 
Gourdain, disgraced by the conviction, would 
be wiped out completely. 

He was only a few days in prison when « 
confederate, John H. Dalton, who was also 
convicted, got his liberty on an appeal and 
bonds. Unknown to Gourdain, his lawyer 
obtained his liberty in the same way, and the 
lettery man had to be forcibly put out of 
prison. 

Queer Fight to Re-enter Prison. 

Then he started his queer campaign to get 
into jail again. He traveled ail over the coun- 
try trying to find some means of breaking 
into prison, and finally he hit upon the plan 
of getting a justice of the United States Su- 
preme court to mandamus the warden of 
Joliet to let him re@nter the prison. 

Finding this useless he announced his pur- 
pose to build a penitentiary of hisown. He 
got an option on some land opposite the Joliet 
prison and hired an architect to erect @ jail, 
bue never proceeded with the work.

Tell Congressional Committee 
of Exactions Made by the 
Paper Combine. _ 


CLASH | 


Speaker Cannon and President of 
Newspaper Association in. 
Duel of Words. 


: 


Washington, D. C., April 25.—[Special.}— 
A committee representing the leading news- 
paper publishers of the country came to 
Washington today and commenced opera- 
tions on the house with a view to securing, 
if possible, consideration of the bill to re- 
move the tariff from print paper and wood 
pulp. 

The committee appointed by the house 
early in the week for the purpose of looking 
into the paper industry and heading off the 
tariff reduction bill referred to got into action 
in the afternoon, held its first meeting and 
learned something concerning just a few of 
the publishers’ troubles in the line of print 
paper bills. , 

Twenty-five members of the committee ap- 
pointed by the American Newspaper P 
lishers’ association to take up the subject 
of legislation, headed by its chairmgn, Medill 
McCormick of Chicago, came to Washington. 

There were some lively minutes in the 
speaker's room when Herman Ridder, presi- 
dent of the association, and one or two other 
members of the committee called upon Mr. 
Cannon this morning. 


Cannon Locks Horns with Ridder. 


Mr. Ridder and Speaker Cannon locked 
horns at once when the former announced 
that in spite of repeated assertions at Wash- 
ington to the effect that the publishers 
dare not appear and undergo questioning 
by the select committee appointed to look 
into the paper industry, they were present 
and ready for business. 

r Cannon proceeded to boil over 
and in loud language to tell Mr. Ridder. he 
had been carrying on a campaign of mis- 
representation as to hig attitude. 

Mr. Ridder replied by charging that Mr. 
Cannon was much too persistent in his ef- 
forte to hold up the Stevens bill providing 


| for the tariff removal. 


There wae a piain case of blue air and 
strong language and a general verbal com- 
petition over who told the most truth—the 
speaker or Mr. Ridder. 

There was also a small amount of bad 
blood at the committee hearing in the aft- 
ernoon, the members of the committee tak- 
ing quite to heart a telegram which came 
from the publishers at New York two days 
ago in which it was insinuated that the 
committee itself was a worthless outfit in- 
stead of a whole investigation proposition, 
the latter being the message the publishers 
had desired to convey. 

The telegram was referred to more than 
once during the afternoon by members of 
the committee, but they agreed to forgive 
and forget it all if the publishers would 
give them the straight information for which 
they said they were looking. 


Publishers Present Facts. 

Herman Ridder, Medill McCormick, EB. H. 
Baker, John Norris, and Frank B. Noyrs 
were among the publishers who attended 
the hearing. The latter announced that he 
was present as president’ and representative 
of the Associated Press. 

Mr. Norris, the business manager of the 
New York Times, who had been chosen 
spokesman of the committee of publishers, 
spent the afternoon addressing the. congres- 
sional committee, and answering many ques- 
tions propounded by its members. 

Incidentally he was required by the com- 
mittee to tell of his own experiences with 
the paper trust as business manager of the 
New York Times. He divulged the fact that 
while that paper is working under a 2som- 
paratively advantageous contract with one 
of the big paper companies—part. of the 
truet—it is paying in the neighborhood of $40 
a ton for paper which costs the mil! apout 
$27 to produce, according to personal inves- 
tigations which Mr. Norris himself was per- 
mitted to make at its Hudson river property. 
The company itself has admitted a cost af 
$28 per ton at the mill. 


Price Being Raised to $50. 

Mr. Norris drew attention to the fact that 
the paper companies are now fixing a general 
price of' $50 a ton on their product, and will 
not enter into contracts for any greater time 
than one year. 

He said that the New York Times at pres- 
ent has a dispute with the International Pa- 
per company in the courts as to the cost 
of making paper, the Times contract being 
based upon actual cost of manufacture, 
transportation charges, and administration, 
plus $7.50 a ton profit. 

A great deal of time was spent by the com- 
mittee in getting at the cost of paper in this 
country as compared to the cost in Canada. 


Mr. Norris explained the difficulty that was | 


experienced by all the publishers in getting 
figures from the different paper concerns, 
there beigg a general understanding among 
them that each publisher shall be limited to 
certain factories. 

Mr. Norris contended that obstacles were 
thrown in the way when a publisher at- 
tempted to purchase paper outside of a par- 
ticular fleld to which he was assigned by the 
trust. 


How Tariff Keeps Up Price. 

Mr. Sims of the committee addressed ques- 
tions to bring out the value to the publishers 
of the abolition of the tarifr of $6 a ton on 
print paper. Mr. Norris said it was held by 
the association that paper would not only be 
$6 a ton cheaper in this country but would 
be even more reduced in price through the 
competition in paper manufacture that would 
result from the abolition of the duty on wood 
pulp imported from Canada. 

The members of the committee reverted 
several times to the statement of Mr. Norris 
as to his personal investigations at the In- 
ternational company’s plant, and finally ob- 
tained from him his promise that he would 
file with the committee his report made after 
several weeks of study of paper manufacture 
in behalf of his newspaper made early this 
year, and would also file the report of the In- 
ternational Paper company in response 
thereto, in which they admitted the low cost 
of production and failed to refute the impor- 
tam findings of Mr. Norris ds to the heavy 
reduction in the cost of labor as between the 
ae quarter of 1906 and the last quarter of 


Tells of Hunt tor Justice. 

“We appear as representatiy 8 
tially all the daily hewspapers aed snot 
States,” said Mr. Norris in addressing the 
committee. “‘We consume at least 80 per 
cent of the newspaper print paper used in the 
United States. We appear here as represen- 
tatives of the seventh largest industry in: the 
country, an industry that has been menaced 
by and extraordinary aggregation of law 
breakers.” 

He said that the publishers had eal 
to the house, to the president, a aie nn 
partment of justice, and to congress for im- 


r mediate relief, and for months had beén 


asking an opportunity to tell their story to 
congress. 

In reply, he said, the publishers had been 
told at ‘least twenty times, and in various 
ways, that they could not look for any relax- 
ation of the oppressions which the paper 
makers, “‘ae the objects of congressiona)} 
favor, had imposed upon the vast public in- 
teresta of the country, ‘and that congress 
could not aid us at this time tn correcting a 
gross public wrong.’ Therefore, he said, the 
association was apprehensive that the in- 
vestigation, because it had. been started so 
late in the season. could only have one mean- 
ing—“ delay, postponement, and a contin- 
uance for another year of conditions which 
are intolerable.”’ 

Mr. Norris said that the association did not 
intend to imply any mietrust of the commit- 
tee’s intentions, and he asked under what 
program the committee will proceed. 

“ Will it demand,’ he inquired. *‘ that nar- 
row, technical legal proof which is usually 
obtainable only by the granting of an im- 
munity bath to one of thé participants in the 
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crime, or wiil it act firmly when the moral 
certainty of the wrong doing is established?” 

Proceeding in his quest for information, 
Mr. Norris asked if the committee desired 
to have appear before it many pubi.shers 
“whose price for print paper had been 
raised,"" or “will you accept the con- 
firmatory announcement of the manufac- 
turers? Do you want us to show the extent 
to which they have oppressed the industry 
which leads all others in the diffusion of 
intelligence, and which affects most deeply 
the growth of knowledge and the develop- 
ment of the masses?” 

He said that the burden of proof would be 
upon the association to “ show that the fa- 
vor granted by congress to the paper makers 
hes been thoroughly abused, and that you 
will be justified this time in withdrawing that 
favor.” The association, he declared, would 
be able to convince the committee that the 
paper makers had forfeited all “claim to 
your special protection and consideration.” 

Continuing, Mr. Norris asserted hie ability 
“to pnoduce evidence of broken promises to 
congress, of deception practiced upon you, 
oppression upon the public, wrongs to labor, 
and damage to the country without @ par- 
ticle of compensating advantage. , 
“We will,” he said, “ produce figures to 
prove our assertion that the paper makers 
plan to add $60,000,000 a year to the burdens 
of the paper consumers. May we look for 
speedy action and swift reprobation?” 


Ready to Give Facts. 

Mr. Norris asked what was to be the range 
of the committee's inquiries atthe present 
stage. 

“ Do you mean to cover the ground of all 
the allied groups that compose the seven 
companies of paper manufacturers, all of 
which are’ more or tea independent?” he 
asked. ‘“ Shall we give \o you the minutes 
of the fiber and manila manufacturers, half 
of whom agreed to make news print paper 
and who didn’t? Shall we begin with the 
story of the Baltimore publisher whose price 
was arbitrarily raised $12 a ton, or of the 
Bangor publisher who was made to put up 
$2.50 a ton more because he wae within seven 
miles of a paper mill? Or of a Paterson (N, 
J.) manager who was told he could only buy 
from one maker? Or of the Ohio represente- 
tive who was refused a quotation and forced 
to go to Canada? Or of the 200 other stories 
in the whole file I have brought with me? 

* Shall I tell you the story of the trans- 
formation of the American Pulp association 
from a tame debating society with an annual 
dinner and an amiable intermingling into a 
group of law breakers with power to force 
ah immunity bath from the government 
whenever caught in its agreements? 


No ‘Reason for Price Advance. 


The publishers, Mr. Norris said, promised 
to satisfy the committee that there had been 
no material idfcrease in the labor cost of 

r r ton. 
7 ae aiae I cost of wood, he said, had 
been only artificial, ‘stimulated by the specu- 
lations of papermakers, and is withort justi- 
fication,” and the annual report of the largest 
papermaker, disclosing an increased, cost of 
production of only 64 cents per ton, gives no 
excuse for the rise of $12 a ton in price, or the 
threatened additional increase of $10 a ton, 
making a total additional of $22 a ton. 

‘Shall we wait until the papermaker ex- 
plains his inocence of wrongdoing? Shall we 
await his explantion of his failure to keep his 
pledges to you when you adopted the Ding- 
ley bill, or shall we tell you why he starved 
the paper market and created a paper 
famine, why he went-to Canada to place an 
order for 17,000 tons of export paper and 
by that plan filled up the order books of 
the Canadian manufacturers 50 they oonie 
not produce paper fer the American market? 

Mr. Norris charged that the increase Was 
made by the International Paper company 
in the face of an announcement in 1907 thats 
famine was due in August, ‘*a famine that 
came .according to schedule, & famine that 
had been foretold by paper salesmen and 
paper journals." 


Lays Conspiracy to Paper Makers. 

Mr. Norris asserted that the $5,000,000 the 
International company borrowed in 1905 with 
which to build ten machines had been “ di- 
verted to other uses by abandoning the legit- 
imate field of manufacturer ” and engaging 
in a gigantic speculation in wood lands, and 
the association would show that the Inter- 
national company had used its avail- 
able resources ‘‘ not in the development of 
American industry, not in the encouragement 
of American labor, not in the protection of 
American interests, but in the purchase of 
thousands of miles of Canadian timber rights 
and timber lands upon speculation, and i+ 
computes a vast profit, generally estimated 
at $8,000,000.’" 

ats this, he said, was done “while the 
American publishers, who have obtained no 
congressional favor and who have patiently 
borne their share of the burdens of govern- 
ment, are forced to submit to the extortions 
and oppressions of combinations of law 
breakers.” ’ 

The association, he said, would further 
show “evidences of high finance and over- 
capitalization in the paper trade that exceed 
the performances of any other industry.” 


Mann Ready for Facts. 

When Mr. Norris had finished his opening 
address Mr. Mann of Illinois, chairman of 
the committee, said that what the committee 
wanted was information, and.he was ready 
to receive any facts the publishers had. 

Representative Miller resented the ‘ mis- 
trust of the commitee’’ which, he said, the 
publishersyhad expressed. Discussing the 
question of calling on the International Pa- 
per company to open its books, Mr. Miller 
said that he favored action “ based only on 
the best of evidence.” 

Mr. Norris cited specifically several in- 
stances where American+ newspapers had 
been “ held up’’ in buying print paper and 
was still on the stand when the committee 


adjourned until! Monday.

Edward F. Carty, member from the Fifth 
ward, is the man upon whom the warrant 
was served. Almost simultanequsly came 
the written resignation of Patric . Reyn- 
olds, alderman from the First. Tonight Otto 
Paulson, alderman from the Second, sent his 
resignation to the mayor. 

Carty was arrested late today. He has 
been a leader in’ municipal affairs, and is a 
prominent ess man. 

He was summoned before the committee 
this afternoon, and appeared promptiy. He 
had been before the investigators only a 
short time when informed his arrest had 
been decided upon. He took.the announce- 
ment coolly. 


Specific Charge Names $500 Bribe. 

The alderman called two lawyers, appeared 
before Magistrate Loulson, and waived pre- 
liminary examination. The magistrate con- 
Yinued the case to May 4, placing the bond 
at $2,500. The defendant gave bond. 

Carty is specifically charged with having 
“ feloniously, wickedly, unlawfully, and cor- 
ruptly ’’ accepted $500 from Harvey Geer, an 
ofticial of t and power company, fonhis 
influence in obtaining the passage of an 
amendment to the company’s franchise.

Mr. Day believes Hopkins bas thousands 
of dollars’ worth of valuable stock in his 
possession, but Attorney Parker says his 
client has scarcely any money and. no stock 
with him.

He 
took every cent he had out of. his banks 
here except $2.85.

audience of good sise and of finest quality 
that has been seen at any the perform- 
ances, if culture rather than fashionable 
show be the standard. The afternoon 
proved a distinct disappointment, the even- 
ing & veritable delight. 

“Tris” an Operatic Freak. _ 

i's “Tris” is operaticall ther 
ank a fowl, nor good red ; Migs vee 
Japanese fantasy written by an jan li- 
brettist, who evidently knew Httle or nothing 
about oriental conditions and ideas, and who 
seemingly had littl enthusiasm for the work 
he undertook. There is no dramatic vitality 
im the story he attempts to tell, and the au- 
ditor is left absolutely indifferent az to what 
happens to Iris or what becomes of her. Shé 
is not a fiebh and biood creature, as is Iit- 
tle Mme. Butterfly, but ie a mere shadow 
of a girl, who talks to the sun, plays with 
her doll, and when she gete into trouble 
thinks of nothing or anybody in particular. 

Osaka, who accomplishes her abduction. 
finds her so lacking in knowledge, in feel- 
ing, and in the merest fundamentals of com- 
mon sente, that he grows disgusted and gives 
her up. He, too, is nothing of a character, 
for he is neither an aggressive villain nor 
an impulsive lover. He is just an operatic 


puppet. 
Story an Inferior One. 

The story, euch as it is, is of Iris, a Jap- 

anese giri who is attractive to Osaka. a 
young roué, and he induces Kyoto, the keeper 
of @ den, to abduct her. Kydto does so. 
Osaka tries to win her, but finde the task 
impossible, and Kycto then puts her up at 
auction to the best paying admirer. Her 
blind father finds her, curses her, and she 
throws herself into a sewer basin. Rag 
pickers fiehing out things from the mouth 
of the sewer find her clothes and her body. 
They steal the former ard run away from the 
latter, The spirit of Osaka is heard lament- 
ing her loss, the sun rises and conjures up 
fleur-de-lis, which completely envelop her 
ag the final curtain falls. 
There is nothing efther dramatic or poetic 
to the story, and the music Mascagni has 
written has only the ‘‘ Sunrise” at the open- 
ing of the opera and an occasional bit in the 
second act to lend it attractivenegs. Most 
of it is music that suggests hard jabor In 
creation, and there are no melodies or 
cHimaxes that charm or prove effective. It 
is @ still-born work, and not even the popu- 
larity of a Caruso can keep it alive. 


Caruso in Ridiculous Garb. 


The admired tenor was a remarkable sight 

in the numerous Japanese garbs he dunned. 
Bach one made him funnier looking than 
the preceding. He acted an awful lot, but 
it had about it not a hint of Japan, {[t was 
just Caruso being playful and emvtional. 
As for singing, he lavished his voice on the 
phrases and “songs” he had to sing, and 
the audience tried te find it wonderful, but 
the music was of a character which made 
this impossible, 
Mme. Hames was a pretty Iris and stood 
around in poses successfully, and sang the 
music, such as it is, clearly, finishedly, and 
as if'she meant it. Mr. Scotti was the Kyoto 
and a live one. Mr. Muehimann did a 
thinking part excéliently. Miss F'ornia also 
did well as the Geisha. The setting was 
elaborate and in feirly good taste. 


Fine Performance of “Tristan.” | 
A superior presentment of * Tristan "' was 
offered. Mme. Fremstad was the Isolde, and 
in her work chfef interest centered. She had 
been warmly commended in New York, and 
it wae easy to understand why. She has 
made the part completely her own and has 
individualized it. he makes Isolde in the 
first act imperious and commanding without 
splurging to accomplish It. er Isolde is a 
princess of such estab rank and au- 
thority that she dominates’ by the mere pres- 
ence of that rank and authority. She does 
pot have to pose and strut—ghe is an aristo- 
¢rat to the manner Bern and therefore can 
afford to be simple. 

The beautiful directness and simplicity of 
her Isolde of the first act is what makes 
her impersonation unusual and beautiful, 
and the womanliness in the second and third 
acts lends it wonderful grace and appeal. 
Her-acting is Invariably eloquent and mean- 
ingful. Her costuming the part in grays and 
light greens for the first and second acts in- 
stead of white, and combining delicate gray- 
blue draperies over white for the Jast act, 
give new pictorial beauty to her portrayal, 
and her singing of the wonderful mupic ts

PRISON FOR AGENT OF CUPID 


Mrs. Jennie Call Is Sentenced to 
One Year in the Bridewell. 


WOMAN BEGS FOR LIBERTY. 


Shrieks of Defendant and Her Daugh- 
ter Disturb the Court. 


A passionate personal appeal for lberty 
made yesterday by Mrs. Jennie A. Call, the 
second woman foynd guilty in the federal 
District court here of using the mails to pro- 
mote a fraudulent matrimonial agency, was 
ineffectual. Judge Bethea sentenced her to 
serve one year in the bridewell. 

Twenty-two other matrimonial agencies 
are under investigation. 

Mrs, Call was accompanied to the c@urtroom 
by her daughter, Miss Jennie Titian Scott, 
24 years old, who had remained away during 
the trial in obedience to the wishes of her 
mother. 

“Tiave you anything to say why sentence 
should not be passed on you now?” asked 
Judge Bethea after he had overruled the 
motion for a new trial, made by Mrs. Call's 
attorney, Henry E. Murphy. 

** Yes, your honor,” said Mrs. Call, stepping 
forward. Then as she stood before the 
court’s bench she broke down, weeping. 


Woman Pleads for Liberty. 


The daughter hurried to her mother’s side, 
putting her arms about her and supporting 
her while she wept. Several minutes passed 
and then Mrs. Call partly recovered her com- 
posure. 

* What I have to say, your honor, ts in the 
form of a plea for my liberty, for the sake of 
my daughter and myself. I don’t think I 
should be puntehed for what I have dorie, for 
I have never had any intention of defrauding 
anybody or of violating the law in any way. 
I worked ali my life and I've done everything 
I could to make an honest Hving. Now my 
daughter is growing up and she is trying to 
do the same thing. I have struggied to get 
along honorably in my Hfe. ot 
“1 suppose I might have been scrubbing or 
doing some other manual labor instead of 
funning a matrimonial agency. But my 
health hasn't been any of the beat, and I 
haven’t been strong enough. I had to do 
something for a living. I plead with you to 
set me free, and if you can’t do that, be as 
lenient with me as possible, | beg you.’’ 


Court Makes Example of Her. 
“TI have no doubt,” said Judge Bethea, 
“that you think you are a good woman, and 
that you have been a food woman in every- 
thing but this. In this you have not. 

“This kind of business must be stopped. 
It is detrimental to society, and the only 
way it can be stopped is by making examples 
of persons who are engaged in it. If I were 
to let you go others would think they had a 
right to go into the same business and get 
off the same way. No, as much as I would 
like to do it, I can do nothing for you. The 
sentence of the court is that you be confined 
in the Chicago house of correction for a 
period of one year.” 
Judge Bethea gave Attorney Murphy two 
weeks’ time in which to prepare a bili of ex- 
ceptions so that the case can be taken to 
the United States Circuit Court.of Appeals. 
Mrs. Call was released pending this action, 
on the same bonds that had allowed her 
liberty during her trial.

UNION MEN SER BRIGHT MAY 


Outlook Good for a Prosperous 
Year; No Strikes in Sight. 


' 


“ AUTOMATIC” WAGE RATSE. 


Previous Agreements Operate Without 
New Action Necessary. , 


The outlook is bright for a prosperots year 
for organized laber in Chicago. May day 
this year promises to be ushered in without a 
single serious labor disturbance to mar the 
general situation. 

With the exception of various teameters’ 
unions, the officers of which are negotiating 
| for new wage agreements with the team 
owners, most of the larger organizations of 
workingmen have made their agreements 
+ this year or have agreements running over 
all the way from two to five years, with sat- 
isfactory wage scales. 

Outside of the putely lecal labor field the 
most threatening situation for May day is the 
interrupted negotiation of the seamen’s union 
of the great lakes with the various lake car- 
riers’ aéSvciations. Negotiations between 
the union comsrnittee and the wage committee 
of the Lumber Carriers’ association have 
been broken off and the seamen threaten a 
strike unless a compromise is reached. 
| The-recent action of the Lake Carriers’ as- 

sociation declaring for the “ open shop” on 
all ships controlled by that organization 
serves to aggravate the situation brought 
about by the sudden termination of wage ne- 
gotiations. All of the local officers of the lake 
seamen’s union are in Detroit, where the 
wage conferences have been held. 


Teamsters May Arbitrate. 


Among the teamsters the tgouble over the 
wage demands of the truck drivers and the 
commission wagon drivers promises to be 
etraightened out before May 1, probably 
through arbitration. Both waions demand 
an increase In wages of $1.50 a week, Com- 
mission team owners have signified their 
willingness to arbitrate the question, and 
the union will vote on the question of accept- 
ing the arbitration proposition, 

The demand of the truck drivers has been 
refused by the employers and the union 
will meet today to vote on the question of 
a strike. Chances that a strike will occur, 
however, are remote, as all means of nego- 
tiation have not yet been exhausted. 

Satisfactory conditions obtain with a ma- 
jority of the building trades organizations, 
most of which have contracts with employ- 
ers running over one year or more. These 
include carpenters, bricklayers, hodcarriers, 
laborers, steam fitters, plumbers, fixture 
hangers, and brickmakers. 


Many “Automatic” Increases. 

Numerous new agreements have been made 
this year and in a number of instances a raise 
in wages bas gone into effect automatically 
by the terms of agreements made a year or 
more ago. Following are among the leading 
unions whjch have adopted agreements this 
year with wage increases or “ automatic ” 
increases:

which swept across Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Arkansas, and Tennessee yester- 
day and ie raging in Georgia tonight. 

Mississippi towns contributed the greatest 
number to the dead and injured, and more 
than a hun@red towns in that -state are re- 
ported as having been demolished or badly 
wrecked by the fury of the wind. 


Towns Under Martial Law. 

Many of the stricken districts are under 
martial law and strenuous éfforts are being 
made by the various state authorities to re- 
store ordér and relieve the suffering of the 
injured and houge the homeless. 

Most of the, dead were negroes—plantation 
employés—whose homes were rudely con- 
structed and easy of Géstruction. From every 


section of the stricken area cortie stories ot" 


buildings lifted in the air by the wind and of | 
bodies of the dead being carried hundreds of 
yards by the tornado. 

Purvis, Miss,, was the scene of the greatest 
havoc. Here sixty-two persons perished and 
more than half the population of the town 
sustained injury. The tornado doubled on its 
trail and struck the town twice; seeming in- 
tent to make certain its work of destruction. 


Train Service Crippled. 


Train service has been crippled and all lines 
of communication blocked or badly crippled 
by the storm. Reports are gradually coming 
in of damage done in towns and villages 
which it was hoped had escaped the storm. 

When a.careful count is taken it is feared 
the number of dead will exceed 500. 

The property loss is impossible to compute. 
Every growing crop in the stricken area has 
been destroyed. Sawmills were wrecked, 
machinery ruined, and desolation spread in 
the wake of the tornado.

’ Time and again I have said that at Michi- 
gan’ we are not seeking after bisness, but 
quite thé contrary. Most of us are suffering 
from excessive atteniance at present. One 
of the greatest problems we shall have to face 
during the next twenty years is to administer 
our untversities with great numbers of stu- 
That increase must be expected in 
view of the popularity of higher education 
and the prosperity of the people. 

“We must get away from the fads of these 
later years and build qn the old rocks of 
character."’ 


Students as Campus Ornaments. 


Prot. John O. Reed, dean of the literary 
faculty of Michigan, who has spent several 
months in visiting eastern universities, said 
that state universities were superior to the 
old colleges of the east. 

“In walking through the ¢qampuses of 
Princeton and Columbia,”’ he gaid, ‘I have 
seen hundreds of young men sitting on be 
benches with their mouths hanging open— 
enjoying existence. They are there to be 
seen, not to work. The characteristic cf 
the state universities is earnestness in work. 
The attendance of the universities of the 
east has remained stationary during the last 
five years, while we of the west have in- 
creased from 20 tr 50 per cent. 

“The state university owes a debt to the 
people. It is a teaching body that must 
take up research work that will go back to 
the pesple. ‘The idea is to give every stu- 
dent a substratum of literary culture, plac- 
ing the technical knowledge on top.”’

It covers thirty-nine close- 
ly written pages,.and contemplates changing 
the entire system of dispensing charities in 
the state. 

The board will consist of five members, 


1 each to recetve $5,000 a year salary, except 


the chairman, who will get $7,500. In addi- 
tion the bill provides $100 a month each for 
traveling expenses. The board is to be made 


i up of one lawyer, two physicians with at least 


ten years’ experience in asylum practice, and 
two other reputable citizens. 


Governor to Appoint the Board. 
The power of appointment is delegated to 
the governor, but the state senate is to have 
the privilege of passing upon these appoin- 
tees. There may be but three members of the 
commission of the same political party. 
The powers and duties of the board are out- 
lined as follows: 


May appoint medical inspector at a salary of not 
more than $5,000 a year, to visit institutions and 


report to commission. 
Entire body must visit each institution at least 


twice each year. : 

May divide state into as many hospital districts 
as there are state hospitals. Board of managers 
then will be appointed for each district, members 
of which will serve without salaries. These'boards 
will consist of seven members each. 

Purchasing agent will be appointed with head- 
quarters in Chicago. His chief duty will be to 
visit all institutions, learn ,their wants, and pur- 
chase all supplies at the lowest possible price. 

Tie commission will have power to license all 
private institutions and homes in the state after 
the necessary examinations. 


Favored by Speaker Shurtleff. 


The committee is credited with strength- 
ening its chances of passing the bill by call- 
ing Speaker Shurtleff into consultation. The 
speaker was questioned as to his ideas re- 
garding the proper administration of tha 
affairs of the state institutions and his views 
received ample consideration. In a state- 
ment made by Chairman John W. Hill when 
work on the proposed bill was concluded 
prominence was given to the speaker's ideas. 
‘Mr. -Hill’s statement concludes with this 
paragraph: 

“The committee feels that the opinion of 
Speaker Shurtleff on this question is entitled 
to great weight. At all events, the antiquated 
and ineffective dual system at prescnt in 
force should be abolished.” 

While many of the politicalteaders of both

“ Chives is a vegetable not widely known 
in this country, although it is native along 
the northern borders of the United States, as 
well as in some parts of Burope, where it is 
pepuler. The plant belongs to the onion fam- 
fly, and its leaves are used for seasoning in 
soups, salads, etc., and are preferred to 
onions by many persons because they are 
much milder and more tender. Europeans 
use chives for seasoning scrambled exgs and 
similar dishes. 

“ The culture of chives is simple. The plant 
will grow in any ordinary garden soil. It is 
usually propagated by division of the roots, 
because it does not seed readily. The roots 
or clumps of rodts may be purchased at mod- 
erate prices. The clumps should be planted 
in beds about nine.Inches apart In rows which 
are two feet apart. The planting may be 
Gone in either spring or autumn. The chives 
may also be planted in the border of the veg- 
etable garden, and make an excellent perma- 
nent border. As a border plant the clumps 
should be planted about six inches apart.

Kansas City Court of Appeals today denied 
an alternative writ of mandamus directed 
against the board of curators of the Universi- 
ty of Missouri ordering them to reinstate

appear im court and show cause why this 
should pot be done. 

Mise O’ Brien is the senior coed of Independ- 

ence, Mo., suspended several weeks ago for 
championing the cause of another coed, Miss 
Mary Craig, of Knobnoster, Mo., because 
the latter refused to take a cold shower bath 
immediately after a basketball game. 
. Through her attorney Miss O’Brien ap- 
peared in chambers before the Court of Ap- 
peals. The court denied the writ on the 
ground that the docket would not allow a 
determination’ of the matter quickly and 
school would be out before the writ could be 
enforced. \ 

Miss Craig’s refusal to take, the cold bath 
threatened to put an end to coed athietics 
at the university, and when Miss O’Brien 
was suspended and ordered to apologize for 
impudence, a school strike was threatened. 

The male students took up the matter and 
after many demands Miss O’Brien was per- 
mitted to submit an apology of her own word- 
ing, in which she declared she was sorry for 
any “seeming impertinente ” on her part.

The British at last threw him from the 
throne and chose Daudi Chau, who was then 
a baby, as king. That was about twelve years 
ago, and in the meantime the country has 
been ruled by this boy, with a regency of 
natives and a council of the chiefs. , 

It was Henry M. Stanley who first brought 
Christianity into this part of the world. Now 
the Uganda people are practically Christians. 
Of course, there are still many heathen 
among them, but I think it is safe to say that 
something like a million of these natives be- 
lieve in Christianity in one form or another. 


Catholics Do Great Work. 


In addition to the Protestant movement, 
which is by far the most important, and 
which is under the auspices of the Church 
Missionary society of England, a great work 
has been done by the Catholics. The White 
Fathers, a famous French denomination, 
have native churches scattered over the coun- 
try and a large mission station here. 

The Mill Hill mission, also Catholic, and 
composed largely of Irish priests, is doing 
a great work, having its churehes, hospitals, 
and schools. The converts of these two mis- 
sions, usually marked by the little crosses 
which they wear around their necks, are to 
be seen everywhere. 

The work of the Protestants is enormous. 
Archdeacon Walker, who is at the head of the 
Church Mission society here, tells me that 
the first converte were baptised just about 
twenty-five years ago, and that todayUganda 
has 800 native Protestant churches and 200 
native evangelists, who are going about over 
the country doi mission work. It has 
50,000 native preachers, who are holding reg- 
ular services from week to week. The natives 
have bullt their own churches, ang they sup- 
port their preachers. 

People Devout Church Workers. 

The people go to church; they hold prayer 
meetings, and many of them are earnest 
Christians. They are called to church by the 
beating of a drum. They keep the Bab 
and on that day the markets throughout the 
country are closed. Thearchdeacon says the 
relations between the Protestants and 
Catholics are good and that the field ig still 
large enough forall denominations. Said he: 

“TIT am glad to have the Catholics do what 
they can. We are all working to benefit the 
natives, and we all believe in the creed, the 
Lord's prayer, and the ten commandments.”’ 

I wish I could show the American skeptics 
who doubt the good mission work the great 
Protestant cathedral which has been built 
here by the natives with their own money. 
It stands on the hill of Namirembe, about 
three miles from Kampala, and it can be 
seen for miles around ‘It is an enortious 
structure of sun dried brick with a roof of 
velvety thatch which rises in three spires 
of the same material. The architecture makes 
you think of the wonderful temples of Siam 
or Burmah, save that this, to my eye, is far 
more beautiful. 

Church Can Hold 5,000. 

The structure oovers about half an acre 
and it can accommodate 5,000 worshipers, 
Ite walle are about fifty feet high and are of 
great thickness. They are of a rich red 
color. From thelr topes sloping upward to a 
ridge with a beautiful curve extends the 
mighty roof, which i# so large that it took 
more than 200 tons of grass to cover it. 

The interior is equally beautiful. It is a 
symphony of whites and blacks and rioh dark 
reds. The floors are of sun dried bricks, and 
so are the walls. The roof is composed en- 
tirely of reeds of elephant grass, laid together 
in bunches and so tied with black shrubs 
from the swamps as to give it a decorative 
effect. The roof is upheld by many red brick 
columns and the work of fitting the roof to 
the walle is beautifully done. © 

The building is in the shape of a cross with 
a great nave sixty feet wide and with a 
chancel for the choir at the front.

Although no autopsy will be ‘made om the 
body of the duke of Chauines, since Dr. Cas- 
tex has certified that he died of embolism of 
the heart, no doubt remaine that the death of 
the young nobleman came ae the result of his 
ten years’ habit of taking several kinds of 
drugs, especially morphine. 

Dr. Castex says the duke was warned sev- 
eral weeks ago that only the prompt cessa- 
tion of the habit and prolonged quiet would 
gave his tife. 

Never having been subjected to any kind 
of control, the duke was morally unable to 
help out his medical advisers by following 
their coungeis. 


Debts Hasten End. 


The end was hastened by the duke’s finan- 
oial troubles, which constantly succeeded one 
another even after his “ rich American mar- 
riage.” , 

It was no secret that the ducal couple was 
hounded by creditors morning, noon, and 
night, who had obtained fresh judgments 
against the duke after his marriage. 

The duke enjoyed only the reputation of 
a spoiled darling in Paris, where he never 
showed character. His friends charitably 
ascribe his weakness to the fact that “ he 
had no bringing up in any moral sense.”

THEATER PATRON WINS SUIT. 


Berlin Courts Decide Money Must Be 
Returned Uniess Full Oast Appears 
as Advertised.

BERLIN, April 2%-—Has the buyer of a 
theater or opera ticket the legal right to de- 
mand a refund of his money when the man- 
agement makes alterations in the cast with- 
out notice? That is the interesting question 
which the two highest Berlin courts have 
just decided 'u favor of a patron of the Opera 
Comique in Berlin, who demanded the return 
of $1.76 for a parquet seat because Mile. 
Labia, the Italian prima donna, failed to 
appear as advertised in the role of Carmen. 

The seat holder remained through two acts 
of the opera, when it occurred to him that 
the young women who was struggling with 
the title role couldn't be Labia. 

An inquiry of an usher confirmed his sus- 
pictons. but the box office manager laughed 
at his demand for a refund, pointing to the 
placard dispiayed inoonapiouously in the 
foyer, stating that owing to a sudden in- 
Gisposition the star would not appear that 
evening. 

A formel appeal to the manager of the 
theater proving equally unsuccessful, the 
gentleman decided to teke legal action. He 
won in the lower courts, but the theater 
men appealed to a higher court, which has 
sustained the first verdict and ordered the 
opera comique to refund the cost of the 
ticket and pay the costs of both sults. 

Most of the Berlin playhouses, including 
the Royal opera and Royal theater, take 
the position that the money for seats may 
be justly reclaimed only when the hill, not 
the cast, has been suddenly altered, 

The decision is expected to lead to piquant 
complications as an eleventh hour with- 
drawal of favorites from dramatic persona 
is a common cause of complaint in Ger- 
many.

Various Rumors Set Affoat. 

Shortly after the betrothal was announced 
last winter a story was circulated in Ger- 
many, France, and Spain that the engage- 
ment was off—broken because Beatrice, who 
was 24 this week, was too old for Alfonso, 
who is only a little over 21. This having had 
no effect, a statement next was launched 
in a London society weekly and widely repro- 
duced on the continent that the betrothal had 
falien through because Beatrice refused to 
embrace Catholicism. 

About the same time reports got abroad 
that the princess was unhappy because “ she 
loved another,” her heart being in the keep- 
ing of a dashing young lieutenant of the 
kaiger's guards. All these maneuvers proving 
futile, it is alleged the intriguers caused an 
apparently official telegram from Madrid to 
appear in the Paris press 4 week ago declar- 
ing the marriage was ™“ impossible." 

Refutation of Assertions. 

Tt is authoritatively stated in Germany 
thet the prince never has asked Beatrice <o 
become a Catholic, while her continued 
presence at his side at Nice is adduced as a 
convincing refutation of other assertions 
that the match has the enthusiastic support 
of the king and queen of Spain.

Powell was being hit hard, but not 
until John Anderson got busy with his stick 
did the Sox show any signs of breaking into 
the run column. In fact, the Washington 
discard, also former Brown, was responsible 
for putting the Sox in the game. His two 
ringing doubles into the left field crowd 
scored Chicago's first two runs. Both pitch- 
ers kept hits pretty weliscattered and Walsh 
diffused the swatting of the Browns so suc- 
cessfully that only for costly errors by Man- 
ager Jones and Fred Parent the Browns 
would not have scored a run off the spitter. 
The Browns made more boots than the Sox, 
but it was not until the ninth inning that a 
local error cut any figure inthe result. Then 
it required three errors following two clean 
singles to score one Sox tally because of a 
double pjay at the plate something similar to 
the one St. wouis pulled off in the final game 
at Chicago. ¥ 


Spencer Performs the Feat. 

Once more Spencer was tne lad who did ft 
unassisted, but it was not quite so unusual 
or record breaking as when he doubled up 
two Sox runners on a safe hit to the outfield. 
In today’s cage the bases were full with no- 
body out, and two strikes and three balls 
called on Donohue. Everybody started run- 
ning, as usual, on the next pitched ball, and 
Jiggs struck out just as Davis plunged to the 


the ball on George for the double play. | 

There was an overflow crowd out to see 
the leaders of the league trim the ex-cham- 
pions again, but they were bitterly disap- 
pointed., They overflowed from ali the stands, 
compelling ground rules or two es fora 
hit into the late comers. Anderson was the 
only batsman on either side who could maul 
the ball that distance. John also played a 
fine fielding game in right, twice pulling down 
line drives which looked threatening. Parent 
and Fielder Jones shared with Anderson in 
spectacular feats, and Tannehill and Walsh 
were the only Sox who did not trim Powell 
for at least one single. 

It was a battle royal between the slabmen 
for seven innings. In that time the Sox had 
amassed the total of two runs out of six 
hits, two errors, a pass and a batter hit. In 
the same time the Browns had been able to 
score only one run on eight hits, and wouldn't 
have scored that but for Manager Jones’ 
fumble of one of the hits, 

In the eighth the Sox got to Powell’s wide 
benders at last and banged them for three 
singles and a double, every one of them 
clean stings, and counted three mifis. This 
put Walsh in comfortable circumstances and 
sent big Jack Powell to the stable. Southpaw 
Bailey attempted to pitch the ninth and per- 
petrated a couple of bad errors which might 
have meant a lot of rums with help of a 
Hofman muff but for the double play at the 
plate. ' 

The Sox started after Powell on the jump, 
but wasted their efforts by failure to bunt. 
Dougherty and Fielder Jones singled before a 
man was out at first, but Davis popped a fiy 
trying to sacrifice Anderson and Parent 
rolled out two grounders, the férmer. of 
which easily would have scored a run if a 
sacrifice had been forthcoming. In the sec- 
ond Donohue led with a hit, but Tannehill's 
sacrifice forced him at second, and nothing 
came of the opening.

Moral and Wholesome Features 
of Sport Always in His Mind. 


pene PAYS A TRIBUTE. 


President of A. A. U. Tells of Work of 
**Father of the Game.”’ | 


New York, April 25.—[Special.]—Henry 
Chadwick's work in framing rules for play- 
ing the game and in promoting the organiza- 
tion of leagues was probably chiefly responsi- 
ble for the undisputed title he earned as the 
“Father of Baseball.”” Yet it is doubtful if 
America’s national game owes the veteran so 
much for these practical ideas as it owes him 
for what he did, persistently and earnestly, 
for the moral and wholesome features of the 
sport. Chadwick was himself a man of ex- 
ceptional habits and honesty and in all of his 
labor to build up the sport he sought to makes 
it clean. 

Referring to this feature of the career 
of the noted authority who died last Monday, 
President Sullivan of the Amateur Athletic 
Union yesterday said: ‘* To listen to the 
talk of some of the noted educators today on 
the subject of purifying college athletics— 
and on the moral benefits of properly con- 
ducted sport—one would think this sort of a 
crusade were a new thing. As a matter of 
fact, I have not seén an argument of the 
kind advanced@by any of these college presi- 
dents or athletic directors which had not been 
suggested*at ope time or another by Chad- 
wick years before. 


Effects of Game Wholesome. 

“ Chadwick believed in baseball because 
he thought the effects of the sport on youths 
were wholesome. He was always jealous 
of the intrusion of unsportsmanlike tactics 
and influences, and ~his hobby was to keep 
baseball free from “rowdyism.”’ It had been 
his practice to present chapters on this fea- 
ture of the game for publication in ‘the 
Guide every year; and he did not grow dis- 
couraged if they were left out. Next year he 
would write them again. He wanted to im- 
press always on the minds of young men 
interested in baseball the value of the game 
in developing character. 

“This year it so happened the publishers 
of the Guide printed a page he had repro- 
duced on ‘The Effect of Sports on Boys’ 
from a book written by Chadwick a quarter 
of a century ago. After deploring the ten- 
dency of the boys of the period to forego 
outdoor. sports and replace them with habits 
which were at war alike with health and 
morality, the article concluded: ‘ Train up 
your boys in the way they should go—alike 
on the playground or in the field of sport as 
in the school of morality—and maturity will 
assuredly find them the right kind of men 
for progressive humanity.’ 


_ Factor as Character Builder. 

“This is indicative of what Mr. Chadwick 
believéd baseball, properly conducted, did 
for boys. He believed it a:great factor in 
building up character... Therefore I con- 
sider it only natural that this week the 
great newspapers of the country have been 
printing log editorials on the career of this 
man, who must have done much to leavea 
moral imprint on the nation by his good in- 
fluence on the nation’s most popular game, 

* One Of Father Chadwick's eccentricities 
in recent years was that of insisting that 
special copies of the Guide be sent to nota- 
bles. This winter he surprised me by com- 
‘ing in with the copy for a special edition that 
was to be sent to King ward. It hada 
special introduction referring to English af- 
fairs and alluding to Queen Victoria), whom 
Chadwick had met. «1 tried to dissuade Mr. 
Chadwick, explaining that such an edition 
would be a big expense, but he was Insistent, 
and ‘so, to humor him, we printed this one 
extra book. We sent it to Mr. Reid, the 
ambassador, writing a note to his secretary 
explaining the circumstances and saying 
we had no doubt the matter would be of little 
interest to the king. 


Answer from King’s Secretary. 

“Only a few days ago, however, we got a 
letter from the king’s secretary saying: 
‘Don't be so sure about that.’ I have an 
idea his majesty will realize every word 
of that special introduction at least.’’ 

Mr. Chadwick knew personally many noted 
men, and among his real admirers was 
President Roosevelt. The closest friend of 
the veteran was A. G. Spalding. Chadwick 
is credited with having ‘‘ discovered "’ Spald- 
ing. He at least was responsible for the deal 
by which Spalding and others went from 
Chicago to the Boston club in the early 
days, when there was no reserve rule and the 
highest bidder got the player. The man who 
afterwarcs became the richest. sporting 
goods manufacturer in the world hes re- 
mained devotedly attached to his once 
mentor, and from hisPoint Loma home 
or the Pacific coast already has set’ the 
wires working toward the organization of 
a movement for the erection of a monument 
to the “ Father of Baseball.” 


Idea Suggested: by Spalding. 

This idea of a monument Was suggested to 
Mr. Chadwick by Spalding several years ago, 
and the latter was told to select the place for 
it in Greenwood cemetery. This he did. driv- 
ing over the great burial ground with his 
friend P. J. Powers, the president of the Na- 
tional Association of Baseball Clubs. Mr.

Friendship for President Powers. 


The friendship of Chadwick and Powers, 
which was close, was a contrast of age and 
feebleness with youth and vigor, and it be- 
gan as the result of a newspaper ‘ roast.” 
Away back in the ’80s Powers had a club at 
Newark, N. J., and it went over to Brooklyn 
to play the Brooklyns, then of the American 
association. Newark: led until the. ninth 
inning, when the umpire began giving Brook- 
lyn bases on balls, and, believing he was to 
be robbed of victory, Powers, after a vigor- 
ous expression of his emotions, took his men 
off the field. Father Chadwick, fn his account 
of the game, gave Powers a fearful scoring, 
as he was ever ready to denounce anything 
resembling rowdyism on the fleild. 

Powers felt he had been treated most un- 
justly and he hunted up Chadwick and in 
vigorous language told the latter what he 
thought of the criticism. Then the old man 
gave the young and scrappy manager a calm, 
serious lecture on the value of good order 
on the ball field. It mi dea lasting impr-s- 
sion on Pat and hip close association with 
Mr. Chadwick since probably has increased 
ir. him those traits which have gained him 
such confidence and popularity as the minor 
league leader. 


Plays an Amusing Trick. 


Chadwick was fond of Powers’ society and 
the big hearted Eagtern league official took 
the veteran with him on many short trips to 
cities on his circuit, always looking care- 
fully after him, as he was growing dependent. 
At Providence two years age Chadwick 
played Powers an amusing stick. He ac- 
cepted Powers’ invitation to attend the open- 
ing game of the season and was extensively 
advertised as one of the notable visitors for 
the occasion. The local papers all an- 
nounced Chadwick would ride in the front 
carriage in the parade, but when the hour 
for starting arrived Chadwick was not to 
be found. After waiting half an hour the 
parade went on without him, and the“ father 
of baseball ” did not show up until the eighth 
inning of the game. . 

It appears he heard during the morning 
there was 2 chess club in Providence. and 
he went around hunting a game of chess and 
found it.

Jack and his. manager, 
Sam Fitzpatrick, are now en route for the 
fracas, all cocked and primed as to how they 
will deliver the first blow. They, according 
to reports, are determined to inveigle Tommy 
into a match and to get a fair slice of the 
money. They will hit the other side of the 
Atlantic with a bank roll amounting to 
$2,500, which they are prepared to wager 
that Jack can lick Tommy ifn twenty rounds, 
but they will not permit the money to leave 
their hands unless Burns agrees to their 
monetary terms. There is no doubt they 
will cause a stir and make the Londoners 
sit up and notice, but, according to a letter 
just received from Tommy, they will not 
ferce the champion to accept their terms.

MORE THAN 400 TAKE PART. 


Youngsters Perform Feats in Way 
Creditable to Professionals. 


Followers of athletics and gymnastics were 
afforded a tfeat at the First regiment arm- 
ory last night, when more than 400 boys and 
young men competed in.the closed meet of 
the local Y. M. C. A. groups: The meet, 
which in reality was more of a demonstration 
of the work being done in the association 
than a series of athletic contests, was given 
as one of the features of the fiftieth anni- 
versary celebration of the Y. M. C. A. now 
being held in the city. 

The demonstration was conducted under 
the rules of the A.’ L. N. A., which, as a fed- 
eration of the Y. M. C. A. athletes, is afill- 
ated with the Amateur Athletic union. It 
consisted of high class gymnastic events ef 
all kinds, including calisthenics, advanced 
work on the parallel bars and horses, wres- 
tling, tumbling, fencing, and pyramid exhi- 
bitions, The athletic events consisted of 
basketball and various track events. 


Four Branches Take Part. 


Four branches of the Chicago Y. M. C. A. 
were represented, the Central, West Side, 
Wilson avenue, and the Hyde Park groups. 
Some of the best athletes in the city took 
part, although no effort was made to select 
stars, and the entries represented the rank 
and file of those taking the association work. 
The athletes competing represented the 200,- 
000 boys and young men interested aetively 
in the work. 

Owing to the great number of entries and 
the many events to be run off, the enter- 
tainment; though started early in the even- 
ing, did not finish until nearly midnight, but 
interest held to the end hundreds of specta- 
tors who filled the galleries. 

The exhibition at times partook of the 
nature of a circus, with three rings and two 
platforms, as a number of different events 
would be put on simultaneously. The open- 
ing events consisted of calistheni¢ drills, 
maze running, and basketball contests be- 
tween the boys, followed by the interdepart- 
ment relay race, which was run with thirty- 
eight competing. The race resulted in a vic- 
tory for the West Side Y. M. C. A., with 
Céntral second and Wilson avenue third. 


Features of the Evening. 


One of the most integesting features of the 
evening was the dumb bell drill conducted 
by Athletic Director Pearson of'Central. Two 
hundred and fifty-six young men were 
formed in a square of sixteen and put 
through numerous exercises, which were 
carried out with’ machine like precision. 

The work on the parallel bars and horses 
and the exhibitions by the tumblers would 
have done credit to gircus acrobats, while 
the pyramid drill by twenty-six members of 
the West Side department would have made 
a troupe of Bedouin Arabs envious, Another 
interesting feature was the exhibition by the 
wrestiers, thirty of whom gave some good 
demonstrations of various falls, breaks, 
stops, and holds. 

The athletic fixtures were closely con- 
tested and furnished good sport. The fea- 
tvres were the mile run and the interdepart- 
ment relay race between the seniors. The 
first. was taken by F. Sauer of Central, who 
took the lead at the start and maintained it 
to the finish, though closely pressed by C. G. 
Ellis of Hyde Parks O. N. Van Camp of 
Central was third,

Bven the butchers send their meat around 
on the backs of men. Many of these human 
beasts of burden use yokes. A stout strip of 
wood ig on the shoulders and from eitherend 
of it depends a jar by a strap. The jars hold 
about two gallons each. of water, pulque, 
flour, beans, and so on. Some yokes hold 
three or more jars. ;

Extra Carrier for Food, 

When a pater familias, going on a journey, 
has baggage to carry, either his wife or one 
of his children accompanies him to carry his 
food. ‘The professional carrier puts his pro- 
visions on thetop of his lad. Usually 
they consist of tortillas, a few peppers, and 
sometimes bolled beans. He always has 
with him in a little bag some meal of toast- 
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drink. He never drinks fresh water, and he 
never drinks anything cold. To prepare his 
gentle beverage he carries a small iron pot, 


put with the other articles into a netted bag, 


Along the road at certain intervals he 
and hie comrades rest beside a brook or 
near a rancho, where some sticks of wood 
are left glimmering by the previous party for 
making a fire and preparing a drink. His 
load weighs from 100 to 125 pounds. And in 
addition to this he has fastened to it a kind 
of cloak made of the leaflets of a palm 
stitched together to overlap. Thies protects 
his burden in case of rain. 

In Rio Janeiro the slaves are almost the 
only. beasts of burden. They go nearly 
naked, and work in gangs, keeping time to @ 
rattle filled with stones swung by their 
leader, and all joining in a monotonous 
droning song.

Madetrans cies Freight in Hammock 
In the Island of Madeira two or*more men 
are loaded up ata time, They have a primitive 
palanquin, which simply is a hammock 
ewung on @ pole with ornamental awning 
to suit the riders. It is a natural evolution 
from the log or plank that two men carry 
together, an end on the shoulders of each. 
When one man alone wishes to carry 4 
piece of timber he finds the center of gravity 
and places that upon his shoulders. It is only 
a slight step forward to make the sticks 
lighter and add weight on either end, as do 
the Mexican carrier and Chinese coolie. 
Revolve the pole ninety degrees so as 
to run from shoulder to shoulder-and we 
have the typical Holland yoke. From Hul- 
land, too, comes the father of the modern 
knapsack. A carrying basket is hitched an 
the back of the packwoman. 
Among the Indians where the women éo 


‘ 
the carrying for the men who are fighting 
these carrying basketsare uncommon. They 
are used where the soldier does his own 
earrying to save labor and weight. 

In Madagascar the palanquins are grand. 
A traveler sits in a leather seat made to fit 
the body, attached to the two bearing po'es 
and having a stirrup for his feet. To the 
poles are fabtened his gun, haversack and 
ether baggage. The poles rest upon the 
shoulders of four carriers, who trot along 
until they get tired. Then they shift their 
load to the shoulders of extra bearers with- 
out stopping the march. In this way the 
traveler makes as much es 100 miles a day.

Carriers of China and Japan. 

The carrying pole has assumed as many 
guises in China and Japan as the ingenuity 
of one-fourth of the human race has been able 
to invent. The essential parts of a Chinese 
outfit are a stout strip of bamboo six feet or 
more long, wide in the middie and having 


the bearer and from the notched ends hang» 
the well balanced load. The bearer carries 
a staff in hand, upon the top of which he 
supports his load when resting. 

The Japanese back, like the Japanese brain, 
is one of the best in the world, and it has 
been used for many of the Chinese methods 
of burden bearing. The most frequent meth- 
od of burden bearing is the bamboo basket 
suspended from the shoulders like the knap- 
sack. The Japanese palanquin is much like 
the Chinese. 

Ap elaborate and artistié offshoot of the 
Chinese double load is in Siam, where the 
pole rests on the shoulder and on either end 
is suspended a iong, daintily woven hamper. 

A wooden bottom protects the basket from 
injury. The baskets are woven of split rattan 
and the stitching compares favorably with 
the work of the best Calif weavers.

Ministered means never can be all thet it is 
cracked up to be for the reason that until the 
‘¥ictim begins dying he doesn’t know anything 
@bout how it’s going to feel and taste. One 
of the sorriest sights fp all our highly civil- 
ized life is the spectacle of that occasional 
person who, after dosing himself with some 
nauseatingly fatel drug, discovers that he 
doesn’t like the taste of it and starts out on 
@ wild, cavorting chase for an antidote that 
may taste twice as bad as the poison itzelf. 

Could any situation be moreabsurd? Here 
is our victim soused full of some perniciously 
active poison which he took for the firat time 
in the first effort toward his first funeral 
suddenly turning upon himself and demand- 
ing of his outraged system that it hike him 
off on a 4-11 run for an antidote that he never 


has tasted in his life! 


Heep Relief Near at Hand. 


There is no possible excuse for such a cir- 
eumstance. For years these silly experiences 
of men have been pointing to the 
mecessity of studying carefully the 
suicide routes with a view 
te@ making intelligent choice. When, for 
example, a polson is fixed upon, let the 
neophyte, as a precaution, collect the one 
or several anodynes listed in the pharma- 


¢6peia and have them ready on a side table, 
‘gtlmp, or stone, in easy reach. ' 


But as a widest, sanest precaution, let the 
Morbid one make tentative choice of several 
poisons. Let him get together the antidotes 
for each of these poisons and taste freely

He can pour rancid 
castor oll down you, dash you with cold wa- 
ter, drench you with bitter tea and coffee, 
pour laurel water down you, rub your skin

Antidote Pon Prassic Acid. 


Prussic acid, or cyanide of potassium tn 
the white cake of its commercial form, is a 
popular poison for the would-be suicide. 
If you have an idea of taking it all back, 
you must have your antidotes handy and 
get a move on you. Chiorine and ammonia 
should be sniffed freely; injections of camphor 
should be made liberally; cold applications | 


~ to the head exert a revivifying influence if 


you are not too far gone. It might be well 
to have made up and ready for use the fol- 
lowing prescription, introduced by the 
“Rx” of a physician:

Strychnine gives about as quick returns as 
any known drug. You must have your ano- 
dynes right at hand if you are to back»water 
successfully. A teaspoonful of ground mus- 
tard or a-tablespoonful of salt in « glass of 
warm water is a good starter; a draught of 
tannin (no tea or coffee) should follow; 
morphine and opium in small doses are 
recommended; lodide of starch, chloride, or 
bromides and liberal inhalations of chiloro- 
form complete the list of remedies. 

In general. whatever poison you may choose 
for annihilation, ‘an emetic of violent kind 
should be ready. Common table salt in warm 
water will start something doing about as 
quick as will ground mustard and water. 
If you are in doubt of your intentions, have 
both ready. If you are sleepy under the 
early influence of any such drug, get a move 
on you; jump hurdles and turn somersaults. 
If collapse is threatening, inhale ammonia; 
spastmns may be controlled by inhaling chloro- 
form.

Give Your Friends a Chance. 


But if any one aphorism in perverted form 
ever applied individually and collectively to 
every human being in community life, it reads 
for the would-be suicide: ‘‘ Be sure you're 
ready; then go ahead.” If you're not sure, 
take a draught of cold water, with a little 
powered chalk in the bottom of the glass. 
Hold up the tumbler tn full view of the bunch 
of spectators, make a dramatic announce- 
ment: of “ Come, welcome death!” and down 
the potion. 

Then your friends and acquaintances and 
innocent bystanders will have a‘chance to 
get at you and express forcibly just what 
they think ef a man who thinks he wants to 
mess up things by committing suicide. It 
hae been discovered by the ant!-suicide 
bureau of the Salvation army in Chicago that 
most people who consider suicide as “ a con- 
summation devoutly to be wished ” are peo- 
ple who have another thought coming.

Encouragement as an Antidote. 


In one year in Chicago 335 persons sought 
the aid of this bureau, and Brig. McMillan, 
in charge of the bureau, estimates that 80 
per cent of these took the purpose of destruc- 
tion all back. Two hundred and seventy of 
these candidates for self-imposed death were 
men and only sixty-five were womén. The 
means to self-destruction taken from these 
candidates, who already had provided for 
the emergency, were revolvers, carbolic 
acid, laudanum (opium), and chloroform. 
The army’s antidote for “‘ that suicide feel- 
ing " consisted of a little encouragement, 
kindness, and words and acts of good cheer. 

Take an antidote for that suicide feeling 
next time you have it. Go where they have 
the antidote on tap. It won’t cost you any- 
thing and you'll have enough left from your 
own case to pass ft on when you ‘heave the 
opportunity.

Teamsters make good money for hauling.

The monthly “ Hapgoods Men” is pub- 
lished for circulation among empboyers. 
Its purpose is to allow the employer to see 
that he gets something tangible for his sub- 
scription to Hapgoods “ services.”

Perhaps it was a “new girl” seeking ad- 
vice, or a stenographer telling me her tale of 
woe, or an unfortunate clerk shunned by the 
others for an eccentricity of manner, or na- 
turel dullness. 

Although I always managed to get my work 
‘out on time I waa conscious of this constant 
interruption, but had not the heart to liter- 
ally “freeze” them out as I should have 
to. do. The “ powers that be” saw my in- 
ability to handle the situation, branded me 
“too easy,” and I was looking for another 
place. I put my ready smile in cold storage 
after that, and held back all encouraging 
words until several years later, when I wae 
enjoying the best chance Ak ever had for 
success. 

I wae earning $25 a week as sacretary, and 
beco enthusiastic over the business, I 
essayed to help wherever help was needed. 
A sick stengrrapher, a baffied purchasing 
agent, or the overworked office boy was each 
helped in turd whenever they appealed to 
me. Like the one signing herself “ Lennie 
Shepard” last week, I soon knew more 
about the general business than any one of 
the others in the office, and was frequently 
called for by outsiders to attend to their 
business with the firm. I had no thought of 
being, as slang hae it, “the whole thing.” 
I was simply disinterestedly interested, 
Therein lay the rub. Two older women, 
foolishly fearing, I know not what, planned 
my exit most ingeniously. 

The money stringency was looming up in 
the horizon; they “ad a confidential] inter-~ 
view with the. manager, convincing him 
against his will that by each of them doing a 
little more work the office expenses could be 
curtalled to the extent of my $25 and two 
clerks at $8 and §10 per. We three were the 
latest acquisitions, and the two clerks suf- 
fered with me. that the ruse might not be 
obvious. The manager finally agreed to the 
change—and I waa once more adrift, aye 
ing all friends behind me save two, 

Perhaps now I am on the road to success, 
but the path is different than those trod by 
your other correspondents. I never receive 
a telephone eall, nor eat candy, nor chew 
gum in the office; never visit with other em- 
ployés, nor permit them to say more than 
good morning, to which I respond with a 
slight nod, and a somewhat sickly smile; no 
clerk, office boy, or what not, no matter now 
puzzled or harrassed, is conscious how sorry 
I am for him or her, and how gladly I would 
assist—in fact, I sit all day working evenly,

‘Poor Women Become Shiftless, 


‘There is nothing so unnerving 6s pov- 
erty,” the woman explained. “I have seen 
many women who have not a stroke of work 
to,do fail to make their own beds unti! 
almost supper time. They will nat comb their 
children, they willl not wash or dress them 
until the child itself insists on being dressed 
or washed. 

“TI have studied thie class of women. i 
have talked to them and often have found 
that this sluggishness i» the result of their 
scanty living, poor food, and the general 
hopelessness amd coloriessness of their lives. 
‘What is the use?’ seems to be their favor- 
ite attitude toward life. For such women 
work is a blessing. When they work in a 
shop where the work is not too severe they 
learn to be more reguler, to follow out « 
certain routine and carry out orders. Soon 
thie begine to show in their home life. They 
become better managers. ‘They become more 
efficient mothers and wives. I do not say 
that all women should go to work. Iam not 
an advocate of the employment of mothers. 
But where tbis employment of mothers will 
help banish the poverty which robe them of 
all incentive and makes them helpless and’ 
hopeless I advise the mother to go to work. 

‘The employment of mothers is a sad prob- 
lem. But it is far sadder to have the mother 
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cautiously, oo that tay not falsh my work 
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, 80 I concluded to take tem- 
porarily whatever offered and keep a lookout 
for the position I wanted. The first offer was 
$10 a week for stenography, bookkeeping, 
and office work in a small printing office. The 
experience would be good, so I accepted. I 
found the work t Figuring the shop 
pey roll from the clock records was added to 
my/duties. As my predecessor had staid two 
years at the same salary, it seemed there 
were no opportunities there. Still cherishing 
my dream of the secretaryship, I regarded 
this position ase merely temporary, and did 
not look for chances to make myself more 
valuable. Just to “kill time” one day I 
marked the errors in some proofs awaiting 
reading. The partner who did the reading 
saw that while my marks were original, I 
had caught most of theerrors. He explained 
the various marks to me and suggested that 
I take up the work. Within‘a month I was 
doing it'all, and my salary was raised. 

T now had less time to look for the hoped 
for opportunity, and with increasing interest 
in my work my yearnings for the big office 
with its rows of desks diminished. The busi- 
ness grew. Gradually I reluctantly gave up 


much of the detail work to assistants, and of 


course my salary has kept pace with the 
added responsibilities. 

It seems to me that the girl in the small 
office has many privileges and opportunities 

ot enjoyed by our sister in the big concern, 
who is only as one cog on a wheel. It re- 
solves itself into the homely old . question 
whether it is not better to be “ a big toad in 
a little puddle than a Little toad in a big 
puddle.”

Rest Robe of Light Cashmere.

Combination Garments in Favor. 

Instead of making chemises or corset 
covers and drawers, the combination of cor- 
set cover and drawers is in greater favor; and 
this style of garment has been worked over 
until the patterns are most satisfactory. For 
full length petticoats, nothing can go ahead 
of a well fitting seven gored pattern, finished 
at the bottom with a dust and outside ruffles. 

One or more princess petticoats are almost 
indispensable; and in night dresses the 
chemise or Rtssian styles, the latter having 
no shoulder seams, seem to be prime favo- 
rites. All hemsshould be put in by hand, and 
where the felled seams are used, it is a beau- 
tiful finish to do the hemming down of these 
frame seams by hand. 

In recommending much hand work it is 
supposed that the girls and women wishing 
to do this work on their garments can do it 
evenly and well, else they would better con- 
fine themselves to good machine sewing and 
not attempt this hand work on fine garments 
until they have practiced sufficiently to do it 
wellr One frequently sees such atrocious 
sewing on fine materials and such miserable 
corners that the beauty of the work is ruined. 
But no woman who is interested in sewing 
should give up until she has become more or 
less expert. 

Many of these coming brides no doubt ex- 
pect to have either an apartment or small 
house and do the greater part of the house- 
work themeelves. And, where this is the 


case, at least three suitable and attractive”

A 
braid of half an inch wide means but half 
the labor of soutache, for two rows of the 
latter must be sewed on for any good result 
or to conceal properly the threadbare look 


, at the seams. 


If the skirt is in wide enough plaits, say 
from three to five inches at the ending a little 
above the knee, the half inch braid can be 
chosen. This must be put almost at the ex- 
treme edge and sewed on both sides to look 
well. Just above where the stitching and 
the plait stop, turn tke braid sharply to- 
wards the back of the plait and end it in a 
neatly shaped point at two-thirds the width 
of the plait. After each plait has been 
trimmed in this manner, and the corner and 
turnings are neatly done, replace the old 
braid at the hem with a new one of the same 
kind, clean all the spote with any of the re- 
Hable fluids, and then give the skirt. the best 
kind of pressing on the wrong side, dampen- 
ing each plait on each fold, inside and out, 
and pressing firmly and long on each inside 


-¢dge, until all moisture is expelled. | 
After the skirt is finished, hang it away for 


a day or two, and the plaits will keep in 
place much longer than if worn at once after 
the ironing. A little dampening before press- 
ing on other parts takes out creases, too, and 
they do not soon return if the skirt is hung 
up, as suggested. 

If the plaits are narrow, use the rows of 
eoutache close together,, and get the narrow 
fine kind the tailors use. These can be com- 
bined In a button effect and placed where the 
braid ends, for otherwise the soutache would 
look too shrimpy if taken across the plait. 
The coat can have the braid or two rows of 
soutache over pe A ams, ending a little above 
the waistline at the back in a sharp tt ‘n or 
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button effect, or else carried farther down 
and similarly finished. ;

If the coat needs relining, do the braiding: 
before putting in the new lining, so that a. 
thorough dampening and pressing can be 
given to every part. The braid .should be 
made quite moist and the result will more. 
than repay the trouble, the cost, too, being

Ostrich: Plumes’ Pieced Together. 

The latest-idea in ostrich plumes, while ad- 
mittedly a- nature fake, is not made “out of 
the whole cloth.” The plume isa real ostrich 
feather, but it is far more elegant than any 
plume that ever grew, for the “ flues” are 
three times the usual length. Each “ flue’’ 
consists of three ‘‘ flues " tied together. The 
work has to be done by hand and such a 
feather, which represents at least three fine 
ostrich plumes in one, costs from $25 to.$50.. 
Another artifice of the milliner is to make 
these artificial ostrich feathers of great 
length by fastening the quills of several to- 
gether, the work .being done so artfully as 
almost to defy scrutiny. 

But the most artistic work of all is doneon 
the wonderful “ breasts "' which are used to 
trim hats, and are sometimes made into 
muffs, They are designed to represent the 
breast of some magnificent bird, such as the 
wild swan, and so cleverly is the work ac- 
complished that they are beautifully smooth 
and delightful to the sense of touch. 

Yet they. are made from the body feathers 
of the domestic goose. 

Many of the feather boas which are so 
popular with the woman of today are made 
almost entirely of the body feathers of chick- 
ens. Big chicken feathers are used in enor- 
mours quantities for hats. Goose feathers 
are more expensive than ordinary chicken 
feathers. being much used for making breasts 
and artificial birds. 

Ducks also are important contributors of 
raw material for the millinery trade. In 
this coutnry there are a dozen big farms 
which turn Sut 20,000 or more ducks. every 
year, hatching them in incubators and selling 
them at the age of ten weeks, when they 
average five pounds apiece. Ten ducks yield 
about one pound of feathers which sell for

The manager of a large Chicago hairdressing ¢rtab- 
lishment .recently said: .“‘ A: girk-will..net-sell hér hair 
until it becomes absolutely necessary. Im fact, % usu- 
ally becemes a. question of parting with her crown of 
glory or starvation. -Of course, we only buy fine heads 
of hair, and the girl who is blessed with long, lovely 
tresses usually refuses to part with them if there isany 
possible way to avoid it. Her hair generally is her chief 
charm, and she knows that when she loses that. she 
loses most of her attractiveness. 

“But there are really many girls who «ome in from 
the country to look for jobs who, when they cannot find 
any work, make up their minds to sell their hair.’ Many 
a time a girl has come into*%»ur shop with her eyes dim 
with tears and with her under lip trembling pathetically 
and asked with a choked voice if we buy hair. When 
We reply in the affirmetive she sets her chin firmly and 
‘Manages in some way to tell us that she wishes to sell 
her hair. 

“ Sometimes even after we have made all the prepa- 
rations to clip it the sacrifice suddenly seems too great 
to bear, and they go away sayins that they will try 
once more to get something to do before they finally 
decide. Others remain firm and bolster up their courage 
with the thought that the money will keep the wolf 
from the widowed mother’s door for a long time to 
come or that it will help to feed Tommy, Billy, and 
Henry, who seem so much like young robins, with their 
mouths always. wide open, until father is able to get 
some work. ’

Sacrifice Made by a Chicago Gal. 

Seme time ago one of these girls sold her hair for 
$150. It. was worth $15 an ounce, and it weighed ten 
ounces. It was that wonderfully beautiful sed shade 
which women always try to get when they dye their 
hair. The hair was clipped close to the head, the upper 
ends tied together, the! longest hairs—which happened 
to measure thirty-seven inches in this case—were 
Pulled out and laid in a pile; then the next longest 
Were drawn out and so on until the shortest length 
Was reached. Different lengths of hair pring different 
Prices, so fhat tn separating it in this way the exact 
value can be calculated. 

“This girl was left an orphan and she came to Chi- 
ago to look for work. ‘Net finding it, she applied to an 
old friend of her family for money to pay her room 
rent and ‘board. He offered to give her the money, but 
under such conditions that she was compelled to refuse 
his help, and decided to sell her hair. : 

“With the $150 she got for it she was able to buy a 
well made tailor suit, a trig hat, new shoes, and gloves. 
The new outfit gave .er courage. and she started out 
again to look for work with a brave emile on her face. 
It was only'a few days béfore she secured a good posi- 
tion.” 

The manager of a large hairdressing establishment 
recently said: “It is absolutely impossible for any 
Woman to have a fashionable coiffure now without add- 
ing at least a few puffs, curls, or braid, No matter how 
luxuriant her tresses are, they will not be sufficient to 
make the required number of “fixings” which go to 
Make the smart headdress. It takes four ordinary 
heads of hair to build one fashionable coiffure.” ,

Peasant Girls Sell Their Hair. 

The woman of fashion thinks more highly of na- 
ture’s “crown of beauty” than does the peasant girl, 
who usually is more richly endowed with the treasured 
tresses. The former will sell her jewels if need be to 
secure this now all important addition to her toilet. 
The latter, on the other hand, sometimes will part with 
her luxuriant hair for a bright colored cotton handker- 
chief, a calico dress pattern, or a eingle franc. . 

In some parts of France the custom of selling the 
hair has become so common among the women that 
it is said “to run in the blood.” At Mont Lucon girls 
sell their hair, with full consent of their future hus- 
bands, in order to get what it will bring toward their 
trousseaux. Thrifty farmers’ wives, whose husbands 
are amply able to provide them with the simple luxuries 
of their place and géneration, sell their hair for a few 
coppers or for a gay print dress. Im the large towns 
the women, of course, are able to command a much bet- 
ter price. Yet the average value of a head of hair, as 
it grows, is 15 francs, or $3 in American money.

‘* Angel Blond” from Germany. 


All the European countries. and some of the Asiatic 


Supply, milady with her. switches, puffs, and curls. 
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From Germany comes the high priced biond hair known 
as the “angel biond.”’ ‘ 

Sweden stands.second in the biond hair trade. That 
most expensive long white or silver gray hair is grown 
by the Bavarian peasantry. From Alsace comes the ash 
colored hair, whose tint cannot be produced artificially. 

The deep Wack hair is (especially a Hungarian 
growth. Brittany and Normandy furnish the best dark 
hair, although good grades are exported from Italy, 
chiefly from Cicily, Naples, and the papal states. A 
lesser quantity comes from Austria, Belgium, Bohemia, 
and Spain. 

It is Brittany which sends the largest supplies of 
hair to the Paris market, the most renowned of all the 
hair markets. It is claimed by some that the Breton 
hair is the finest. in the world.” 

All the year round the dealers journey through rural 
provinces trying to tempt the hair off feminine heads 
by offering from 75 cents to $1.50 for a “clipping.” In 
years gone by the dealer could get a peasant to sel an 
elegant head of hair for a glossy looking red and yellow 
cotton handkerchief, but since the demand for false hair 
has become so great the women of the provinces have 
become “wise” to the fact that hair is valuable, and 
now the dealer has to pay them well for it or they re- 
fuse to have their locks clipped. . 

The Normandy giris are vainer than their sisters of 
Brittany. ; 

Though they let their hair be cut short, they leave a 
chignon, over which they can arrange their caps coquet- 
tighly, procuring an effect so well calculated that they 
appear not to have lost any of thei> hair at all. 


* 
Assoried Atcording to Length and Color. 

Most of the hair reaches the manufactories in bulk. 
packed into large sacks which hold each a couple of hun- 
dredweight. After it has. been well washed in boiling 
water, passed through a bath of potash, and thoroughly 
dried, the tresses are sorted roughly according to length 
and shade. Then the principal locks of the same tress 
which differ in shade are separated. The upper ends of 
each .trese are placed together evenly. By a second, 
more. careful’ sorting the hair is arranged in bundles 


which weigh from ten to twelve pounds. It is then taken 
up in small handfuls.by workmen, who powder it thor- 
oughly with fine flour, comb-in vigorously on fine carders, 
and separate the hair according to length. Again it is 
combed, this time on fine carders. 

Firlally the locks are put together, composed of hair 
of the same tint and of slightly varying lengths, dc- 
cording to the desired proportions. Then some of the 
straight hair is “ piped” and shipped to America, where 
it is made up into curls, puffs, etc. This “ piping” proc- 
ess curls the hair in such.a manner that even water will 
not take out the wave. It really is more of a kink than 
a wave, for the hair takes on a fuzzy appearance that it 
is impossible to take out in any way. ‘ 

Many times natural curly hair is “piped” so that it, 
will be lighter and fluffer, but it never takes on. the 
frizsy look which the process gives to straight hair. 
The hair is wound around a tiny stick and thrown inte 
a boiling. solution, where it is thoroughly “boiled.” 
Strange to say, the intense heat does not harm the hair 
in any Way. 


* * 
Curly -Hair Most Expensive. 

The European hair dealers will sell hair to Amert- 
can houses only in large quantities. They send it over 
in huge trunks all ready to be made up into switches, 
pomps, curls, and .puffs. It is against the law of 
France to export any hair that isn’t perfectly clean, 
for the medical profession have discovered that the 
germs of coritagiotis diseases are often carried in the 
hair. So every lock of hair that arrives in this coun- 
try is just as clean, if not cleaner, than a piece of new 
material. a ° 


The price of hair is determined by its color. 
and texture. Naturally curly hair is worth twice as 
much as straight. The ordinary brown shades in 
twenty-two inch length costs $6 an ounce. Golden 
brown tones, which are much mere scarce, are just 
double that amount. It is surprisin: to hear that a 
certain shade of black hair is just as expensive as 
golden brown.

Chinese hair plays a conspicuous part in hairdress- 
ing. The Chinese women, who dress 
once a fortnight, find that every time they take it down 
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i days of witcheraft are not over. 
seem to be just as superstitions as ever 
they were. Only the witches Rave changed 
their names and appear under ew gharac- 
teristics. That is the chief difference. 
They are not burned im 1908, But they are 
A still dreaded and pbropitiated by the igno- 
pant, cofsulted by business men, and in- 
venlinabed by scientists. ‘ 

Sometimes witcheraft appears as the “evil eye,” in 
which thousands of the foreigners in Chicago believe. 
Sometimes witchcraft is mediumship. Often the witch 
ig @ spook or an astral double, and even “haunts” of the 
good old style are said to exist. 

The belief in the “evil eye,” the dread of every man 
and woman, mother and father, im the peasant villages - 
of most Buropean countries, has been transplanted to 
Chicago. In many of the Slav, Italian, Jewish, and 
Hungarian neighborhoods, in fact, among the people of 
almost ‘every nationality in the polyglot population, of 
Chicago, the belief in the evil é@ye, signs, omens, and 
dreams is as firm in this country as it was in the old 
world. In the congested districts inhabited by immi- 
grant families from some portions of Burope there are 
sibyls and sorcerers, preventing diseases, interpreting 
signs and dreams, and, incidentally, making an easy liv- 
ing off the ignorance of their patrons. 

. * ** 
Go Daily to Consult the Mysti 

Unlike the sibyl Im the peasant fee or the ont: 
world, the sibyl In Chieago goes under a @ifferent yame 
-—‘ medium,” “‘mind reader,” or something similar—but 
the result is the same. Hundreds of women and giris in 
the foreign colonies of Chicago-wend their ways to these 
mystics daily to have their fortunes told. 

“The superstition of ‘the evil eye’ Is believed in by 
nearly all peoples,” says, the editor of a Chicago paper 
published in a foreign tongue. “ The misfortunes which 
the ‘evil eye’ brings about are believed to be the same 
among all nations. If the child of a Polish or Jewish 
mother begins to cry suddenly she a* once will blame 
on to the ‘evil eye’ of some one who looked at the child. 
Many mothers shave certain people among their friends 
whom they suspect of having an evil eye. When a 
woman who is thus Suspected admires the child its 
mother will politely inform her that the child is not 
susceptible to the ‘evil eye, which is a warning to the 
woman and to her pas or harmful influence. 


Cross Y our Fingers yg Take Of Curse. 

“The suspected one at once must place herself on 
the defensive by declaring that she had no intentibns of 
harming the child with her eyes. When a woman pos- 
sessing..an evil eye, or suspected of possessing it, leaves 
the house of.a friend the hostess frequently will cross 
her fingers behind thé woman’s back, which is consid- 
ered asa counter charm to the evil eye” 


It is not children alone that the “evil eye” threat- , 


ens. It affects grown up people, animals, and even the 
crops in the field. An evil eye can spoil a field of corn. 
If a person with an evil eye looks at a man, that man is 
apt to become sick, is the firm belief. The milk from the 
cow must not be shown to any one who has an evil eye, 
else the cow is stre to suffer. If a hen which has been 
laying eggs daily ceases to lay eggs of a sudden it is 
segarded as the work of the evil eye of a neighbor. 

But most dangerous is the evil eye to lovefs or to 
newly married couples. An evil eye will make the sweet- 
heart faithless. It will transform the best husband. It 
brings ‘di into the homes where love and harmony 
reigned. That is what they believe. 


Cause of Sickness and Death. 

Among certain Slav peasants the evil eyé is held re- 
sponsible for sickness and death. A Mian never gets 
sick becaiise he contracted a cold. He is not supposed 
to get a cold. If he gets it, some evil spirit has been at 
work. Poor food, overwork, the breaking of the spine 
while trying to lift a heavy load—#uch things never 
cause sickness. It is all the work of the evil eye of an 
ill spirit and must be cured accordingly. 

Many Russians believe that the evil eye or some 
other evil spirit is to blame for all sitknesses. Instead 


of going to a doctor the peasant goes to the village 


‘“gnakhar,” or sorcerer, who will. drive out the evil 
spirit of him or will destroy thé effectiveness of the 
look from thé evil eye. To the patient Who is too sick 
to come the sorcerer—or the sorceress, for Women seem 
to possess more of a gift in dedling with the evil one in 
Russia—will send the patient a béttle of water which 
has been charmed. The patient either is to drink this 
water or rub it on the ailing portion of his body, and he 
is sure to get well. If he dies it is not the fault of the 
witch. It is more likely that the evil spirit got ahead of 
her and the charms came too late to be effective. 

As a protection against the evil eye some Blavic 
peoples carry a fittle salt in their pockets. With other 
nationalities gdrlic is the remedy against the évil eye, 
and it is carfied in a Httle purse which is suspended on 
a string ef the chest. Still others wear a piece of red 
cloth ef fibbon around their arms. This is considered 
the most effective protection against the evil eye and 
similar evilyspirits and influences. 


Beware of the Unlucky -Man. 

; There are thousands of other superstitions which dre 
still Believed in by immigrants living in.some of the 
congested districts. If the American half jestingly be- 
lieves in Friday the 13th as the unlucky day, the immi- 
grant has his unlucky objects or persons who augur i!) 
when met in a certain place or under cértain circum. 
stances. 

A Russiah peasant who meets a priest ig sure that a 
misfortune will happen to him. A peasant may start to 
town twenty-five miles away. If he covers half the dis 
tance and then suddenly encounters the feverend man, 
whom he would be delighted to meet in church, the 
peasant will turn around and go back home. If he goes 
« te town he believes some accident is sure to befall 

im 

The Slav peasant has a whole coterie of evil spirits 
against which he constantly must be on guard. He must 
net offend them. Im the house he has his “domovoi,” 
or home spirit. In the woods he has his “leshy,” or 
wood spirit. If his home spirit is in good humor, as he

‘# most of the time, he takes care of the peasant’s cattle ° 
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and sees that things go right about the house. If, on 
the other hand, the cattle begin to die and there is no 
evil eye arourld to blame it on to, it is clearly the work 
of the home spirit. The spirit has been put out of sorte 
by something and is angry.

* Go Hundred Miles to See Sorceress. 

They have a few sorcerers in this country. “In the 
old world,” said a Slovak, “some of these sorcerers are 
known for a, hundred miles around. Everything else 
travels slow there but the fname of a sorcerer or sor- 
ceress always finds easy transportation. It is no uncom- 
mon thing for men and women to come with their sick 
children to a sorceress of note from a distance of over 
a hundrec miles. 

“Many of the sorcerers, however, are pure quacks. 
And as the ills with which people come to them are 
largely imaginary, they disappear as soon as the sor- 
ceress breaks the spell which bound the sick person, so 
te speak.”’ 

Among the interesting superstitions which exist 
among Slay peoples is the one to which most girls are 
addicted. It is a charm used in winning the affections 
of a boy Whom the girl loves, but who does not recipro- 
cate her love: The girl sticks her finger with a pin until 
three drops of bleod come out. These three drops of 
blood she puts on a lump of sugar, which she hides. 
She then cuts the name of the man she loves in a stone 
and burns the stone in the oven. The burning of the 
stone is supposed to make the young man’s heart burn 
with love for her. Then when the young man comes to 
visit her she treats him te “sweet” tea. While pouring 
out the tea the girl throws in the lump of sugar with 
her three drops of blood in the youfig man’s glass. This 
is sure to gain his affections.

One Superstition May Kil Another. 


In New York, where thousands of immigrants are 
victims of the evil eye and other superstitions. an effort 
is being made to cure the most distressing cases. 

A method of treating superstitions by a counter irri- 
tant, in*the form of another superstition, is resorted to, 
and when a woman was found who had not washed her 
face in eight years, fearing that if water touched her 
skin she would instantly die, the following treatment 
was applied: 

The woman was a little shrivel@d up Bohemian. She 
had been told eight years before by a woman in Bo- 
hemia that an enemy of hers had caused the evil eye to 
be cast on her; that she was in the power of the evil 
one. and should she wash her face again while she lived 
she would come to an untimely, sudden, and tragic 
death. 

The woman was asked if she believed that the power 
of the evil eye could be removed. She said she had 
heard that it was possible and that she had come to 
have it accomplished. She was made to bow her head, 
and-after a short prayer in her own language, which 
asked for the withdrawal of this power which held her, 
she was sent away. 

In three days she returned, again the prayer was 
made, this time supplication was offered asking that the 
evil power be removed inside of several days, and she 
was given a small bottle with nothing in it save water 
and directed to pour some of the liquid on a clean white 
cloth morning, noon, and night, and for three days 
apply it to the face, beginning on the forehead, then 
taking the cheeks and chin..

Diseouraging Prospects in Musie World. 


The music year just ending has been discouraging where operatic prospects are 
concerned. We have had more grand opera than ever before, if the number of weeks 
he considered, and yet the patronage has been so divided that the student of musie 
affairs in Chicago can see little hope for any rea) interest in good grand opera being 
awakened here. Mr. Russell brought us a company which was of ttne worth, and 
he gave us performances many of which musically and scenically artistic, 
worthy, and satisfying. He had a tenor in Constantino who was the equal in artistic 
capabilities of either Mr. Bonci or Mr. Caruso, and he had sopranos and contraltos 
who were fully up to the tasks set them to do. Yet the public left his performances 
dismally unpatronized. | 

Now comes the Metropolitan company with a depleted organization and the 
public rushes to hear the performances. The Russell company charged’ $250 for its 
best seats, the Metropolitan charges $5. It looks most decidedly as if the mistake 
Mr. Russell made was in not asking twice the amount he did. We as a public know 
wothing of real values in grand opera, and, being worshipers of costlincas, we have te 
depend upon the price charged in order to decide ‘what is good or inferior. The $2.50 
article must be cheap, therefore we do not go; the $5 one costs ¢wite as much and - 
therefore must be good. We flock accordingly. We have spent some) $60,000 for this 
one week of operatic splurge. Boston; with a subscription of only $42,000, is now 
busy preparing to establish grand opera for an entire season. Could we have taken 
the sum we have thrown into the Metropolitan coffers during the last six days and 
expended it judiciously and practically we might for next season be assured fifteen 
weeks of grand opera of our own and of the worthy kind—grand opera with every 
r6le carefully and fittingly sung, with chorus and orchestra thoroughly and adequately 
drilled, and with stage productions artistically and beautifully made. We might have 
made ourselves the city of the United States where opera of artistic and dignified 
kind wae established and fostered; we might have educated our public to an appre- 
elation of the worth of music instead of the glamour of personalities, and we might 
bave advanced ourselves in the eyes of the world and won something of independence 
end self-respect for ourselves. We have preferred to throw it qll into the Gotham 
maw, however, and have sat in open eyed wonder and adoration at the feet of people 
who laugh et us and in their hearts scorn us. 


Nine Operas at Eight Performances. 


Of the work accomplished by the conipany during the week, nine operas have 
been presented at the eight performances, the Thursday night+ bill having consisted. 
of “Cavalleria” and “ Pagliacci.” The Caruso nights have been the big nights, 
Tuesday evening and-Saturday matinée, when he appeared in “I) Trovatore” ‘and 
“Iris,” attracting audiences which left not a seat vacant, and the Thursday evening . 
bill bringing together one of the large assentblages of the week. The public knows of 
Caruso and runs accordingly to hear him. The Wagner musicdramas—“ Die 
Walktire” and “ Tristan ”—had fair patronage, and “La Bohéme”™ and “ Mignon” 
were successful from the box office viewpoint. “Feust” on Wednesday afternoon 
had the lightest house of the week, but even it was by no means small. 

Of néw eingers there were put forward Mr. Bonttei, Mr. Burrian, and Mme. 
Leffier-Burckard. The fame of Mr. Bonci had preceded bim and considerable was 
expected. The hearing brought no disappointment. His is a voice of refinement, 
sweetness, and purity, and his command of the art of vocalization is supreme. Re- 
garded solely as a vocalist, he ie one of the ablest tenors that has been heard here in 
many years, his art being chaste and true. He indulges in no extravagances or ex- 
cesses and is so thorough a master of the technical side of his work that every effect 
within the range of his voice fs instantly at command. As an actor he is conven- 
tional, but pleasing. 

Mr. Burrian was heard only as Siegmund—a role which does not permit a full 
estimating of a singer’s powers. His voice is of the German tenor variety and pre 
duction, but bad on Wednesday evening certain monients of freedom and sweet 
ness which gave reason to believe that f2 music of a more lyric character than is 
that of the. Wagner music-drame his singing might discover qualities of beauty and 
charm. He sang and acted the Siegmund with intelligence and good effect, and 
further opportunity to hear and see him would be welcomed. 

Mme. Burckard made a distinctly favorable impression. Her voice is a tne one 
and far better schooled than are those of the majority of Wagnerian sopranos. She 
has physical beguty and grace to lend her work dignity and attractiveness, and while 
ber Brttnnhbilde disclosed no moment of pronounced greatness or inspiration, it was 
a thofoughly praisemeriting, intelligent, effective presentment of the difficult role.

Of the known talents the week brought to attention Miss Farrar has clainied 
most notice, for it is she who, in the absence of better known sopranos, is filling the 
largest place in the organization.

$18,000,000 a Year 
to Chicago Theaters 


A man who had the brilliant but imprac- 
ticahle idea that he would form a Chicago 
theatrical trust made an estimate of the 
amount of money that would be handled by | 
him if he obtained control of al! the local the- 
aters. The figures give some,idea of the 
enormous amount of Money ‘that passes 
through the box offices in a day. His esti- 
mate put the gross receipts at $20,000 for ail 
of the theaters. 

Thia includes not only those inside the 
loop but the neighborhood theaters and stock 
companies, most of which are better patron- 
iged than their more pretentious competitors, 
éven though the prices are much lower. 

The theaters:give an average of nine per- 
formances a week. Some have daily mati- 
nées, as do the vaudeville houses, some give 
matinées three times a week, while now and 
then a star who is temperamental or who 
makes laziness an excuse for temperamental- 
ity will act twice only on Saturday, to the 
disgust of the manager who sees the stray 
dollars of the women who combine the de- 
lights of enjoying a matinée and a bargain 
at the same time escaping from his clutches 
and rolling into the musical comedy houses. 

So first and last about $18,000,000 is handled 
in the Chicago box offices annually, which is 
more than the people of any other city in the 
world pay for amusement. The expression 
*“ people of any other city in the world ” is 
used advisedly, for, altthough more money is 
spent in New York for amusement, it is not 
#pent by the people of New York City. 

—% 

It is a notorious fact in theatrical circles 
that New Yorkers themselves do not go to the 
theaters in large number. Half or two-thirds 
of the playgoers in New York are from out 
of town. Any one who doubts this can find 
scores of his Own personal friends in the 
audiences in New York theaters, The strang- 
ers In New York naturally outnumber the 
Visitors to every other city, and either be- 
cause they have hothing else to do or because 
they think they would like to tell the people 
at home why “The Merry Widow” waltz is £0 
much better in New York than it was in Chi- 
cago—whichever may be the lure they flock 
to the New York theaters. Sometimes they 
pay $2.50 to see “A Knight for a Day,” the 
extra 5 cents going to the ticket speculator. 
It is net that the show is any better than it 
was for §1 in Chicago, just as the hair cut for 
which in New York he pays 50 cents ig not 
better than that which costs U5 or 35 cents 
at home. 

The stranger in New York expects to spend 
money and he lives up to his expectations. 
So theatergoing is too expensive for the 
average New Yorker who hasn't enough pull 
to get a pass. They say in New York that 
everybody who doesn't buy a ticket froma 
speculator got. ihto the theater on a pass. 
And the auditoriums and the audiences are 
both smatier in New-York-than here. The 
average theater of the highest class in New 
York holds no more people than does the 
Whitney or La Salle, which are the smaliest 
of the Chicago theaters.

Ranking after Chicago and New York in 
the amount of money spent for theater tick- 
éts is Philadelphia, whose audiences dare 
much the same as in Chicago, and where $1.60 
and &1 prices are as common. Philadeipnia 
iz also full of neighborhood houses because 
of the indisposition of the comfortably slip- 
pered husbands and brothers to the appeals 
of their wives, sisters, and sweethearts to 
go downtown. So they rest quietly at home 
or in a cigar store while the unchaperoned 
women go to the neighborhood theater, 

In these figures as to the money spent no 
account has been taken of the money that 
goes into the nickel theaters. That is entire- 
ly another story and one that brings tears'to 
the eyes and impropér words to the mouths 
of the men in the box office and their bosses.

Songs and Dances 
in Melodrama. 


The practice of putting songs and dances 
into melodramas as well as comedies and 
farces has been hoticed in this correspond- 
ence, and now, in the final weeks at the rival 
two opera houses, by the repetititon of works 
new this season, the disposition to put melo- 
drama into grand opera is emphasized. Mu- 
sicians used to think that librettos for the 
best scdres ought not to be obtrusively equal 
in interest With the music. 

But not until the presentation of Maeter- 
linck’s ‘‘ Pelleas and Mélisande’’ and Sar- 
dou's:** La Tosca ” as librettos for grand op- 
eras have we been reminded that the origi- 
nal meaning of the word melodrama Was 
musi¢c-drama. The Maeterlinck play is sym- 
bolic and mystic with its plot of gore, but 
the Sardou piece, written for Sarah Bern- 
hardt and used here by Fanny Davenport, 
differs from the writings of our Kremers 
and Blaneys in gtaces of speech and clothes, 
not in purpose or literal potency; and to see 
Scarpia’s familiar assault of Tosca, with 
her killing of him, depicted by a man who

“THE DEFEAT OF CHURCHILL. 
i Rinetosi-Spadcer. Churchill's less of the 


‘northwest division of Manchester is prob- 


| ably the most serious reverse met by the 
liberals since the general election. If it 
expresses. the disposition of the great*in- 
dustrial constituencies, of which the city 
of Manchester is one,‘it sounds the knell 
of the present liberal government. 

It is true the Manchester northwest di- 
vision was cohservative.up to 1906, when 
Mr. Churchill captured it against the vic- 
tor: ‘in the present’ election, Mr. Joynson- 
Hitks,“b¥ a majority. of. 1,241. It is also 
true that the poll.in 1906’ was 780 ‘more 
than the: ‘poll of 1908, so'that it is possible 
this 2 falling off represents . abstentions. 
If cast for Mr. Churchill they would have 
given him a majority of twenty-five. — 

In these conjectures and considerations 
there is, however, small‘ comfort for the 
liberals. Churchill is a . brilliapt . cam- 
paigner. _.He had the aid—which, by. the 
way, is said to have cut-both ways—of 
the ablest tactician and most effective 
liberal leaders, Mr. 
Lioyd-George.. Still: the seat is lost, and.

Joynson-Hicks is a lukewarm tariff re- 
former and prefers to consider his return 
a mandate of his constituency against re- 
forms. which he can oppose with better 
heart. Mr. Churchill, on the other hand. 
made his fight. chiefly on the free trade 
issue and is anxious to rouse the strong 
liberal feeling’ on that issue in the gov- 
ernment’s: behalf. 

Without speculating too much on the 
Manchester “reverse, it may safely be 
hazarded ‘that the Asquith government is 
rapidly approaching a crisis in its brief 
career, with all the signs, or most of the 
signs, against them. It would seem that 
the issues which by their strategy or In 
spite ‘of their strategy are forced into 
these by-elections are those in. which 
their strength is. weakness.

Contrary to whathas 
been widely published, Lord Tweedmouth dfd 
not succeed to the partnership’ in Coutts’ 
bank, held by his grandfather, Edward Mar- 
joribanks, Lord Tweedmouth's father haiy- 
ing been only a third son and. the partnership 
having been inherited by the eldest. It is 
held today by Lord’ Tweedmouth's conta; 
George John Marjoribanks.

‘Lord Tweedmouth, who is descended from 
Thomas Marjoribanks, lord provost of Edin- 
burgh in 1541, bears a singularly marked re- 

blance to Lord’ Rothschild: and, until his 
misfortunes with respect to. the Meux brew- 
ery was .regarded as an extremely clever 
business man, an illustration of his smart- 
ness being the skill by means of which he 
managed to get his father’s will admitted 
to probate by the courts just twenty-four 
hours before the law imposing the present 
enormously heavy death duties Came into op- 
eration—duties which would have cut down 
his inheritance to a considerable extent... 

Lord Tweedmouth has only one son, who 
after emerging victorious from a breach of 
promise sult brought :agdinst ‘him by Miss 
“Birdie ". Sutherland of the Gaiety thepter, 
married Miss Murial Brodrick. Gaughter 6f 
Lord. Midleton, ‘who. was fecently in™ this 
country. Lord Tweedmouth’s only surviving 
sister is ‘Lady Aberdeen, the wife of. the 
lord lieutenant of Ireland, and he has ‘an 
American sister-in-law, namely, ‘the widéw

Few of the most successful actresses 
abroad, any more than those at home, find 
beauty an essential to histrionic stccess. 
Mrs. Patrick Campbell has a superb fig- 
ure, which is improved by good dressing. 
She has beautiful hair and eyes, but her 
features are far from being perfect and 
her countenance is lacking in expression. 
And still she is wonderfully popular in this 
country and in England. 

Her great success came in England play- 
ing the Second Mrs. Tanqueray. She. elec- 
trified the Wnglish metropolis and nothing 
that she has since achieved has equaled these 
performances. A certain nervous delicacy, 
a morbidezza, an unconventionality made 
an appeal.
